Fire Breaks Out Again in Coal 
Mine Where Explosion 



IMPRISONED MEM 

BURIED BY CAVE-I 



Number of Victims Now Esti- 
mated by Officials at 
Three Hundred 



CHERRY, ill., Nov. 1 5. — The three 
hundred or mure minors who were en- 
tombed In the St. Paul coal mine by 
last Saturday's lire, are dead. Some 
of the bodies lie burled beneath thou- 
sands of tons of earth, which cavod in 
upon them, and It Is doubtful whether 
any of the bodies can ever be recover- 
ed. This was the opinion expressed 
tonight when rescue work was tem- 
porarily abandoned. 

Fires in the mine, which broke out 
with renewed fierceness early today 
made further descents by rescuers im- 
possible. Fans employed in an effort 
to curry fresh air and life down to the 
Imprisoned men served only to enliven 
some embers, which sprang into Humes. 
Soon the heat and smoke became bo 
dense that it was necessary again to 
seal the mouth of the hoisting .shaft, 
and tonight the men down there, what- 
ever their condition, are locked in as 
effectually as if In a dungeon. 

Whether attempts to take out bodies 
will be made tomorrow depends on 
the condition of the internal Hie. It is 
possible that carbonic acid gas will be 
forced to the bottom of the mine to- 
morrow to choke the llames. 

It was said tonight that three hun- 
dred cottlns hud been ordered. Mean- 
time the several scores of nurses who 
were rushed here look forward to no 
prospect of werk of reviving injured 
men. It is believed that not one will 
bo brought out of the mine alive. 

Reseuern descended four times into 
the hoisting shaft today. Ono one oc- 
casion they readied its bottom. Then, 
groping their way with electric lamps, 
and kept alive by 'oxygen carried with 
them, they penetrated 150 feet into the 
bottom gallery, but none of the miners, 
either dead or alive, w.ere found. It 
was conjectured that the miners had 
crawled into recesses from the fire, but 
to these the rescuers were unable to 
go without re-ascending. Before they 
could re-descend the fire had broken 
out. 

As a result of the disaster there are 
in this town of only a few thousand 
inhabitants nt least one thousand or- 
phans and two hundred widows. These 
are the figures of Duncan McDonald, 
president of District No. 12 United 
Mine 'Workers. 

President Barling, or the Chicago, 
Milwaukee, and St Paul railroad, de- 
clined to say more than that the men 
are Just as safe now as they were yes- 
terday at this time. The mine is too 
big and has too many ramifications to 
be filled with smoke yet. The smoke 
is not carried downward by any air 
currents. It the men were alive ■yes- 
terday every man may be alive now. 

.Mr." Earling caused a houqe-to- 
house canvas of the miners to be 
made. This showed 250 miners miss- 
ing, but some of the families were not 
at. home, and it Is believed that wlion 
complete, the list Is obtained the num- 
ber of entombed miners will exceed 
300. 

The morning dawned hopeful. At 
an early hour the main shaft, scal- 
ed since Saturday, was opened. Mine, 
examiner James Taylor, R. V. Wil- 
liams anil others appeared In their 
oxygen outfits and helmets ready to 
descend. "I'm ready," said Inspector 
Taylor, as he buckled on his helmet. 
Williams and James Webb also stood 
prepared In the shaft cage. Auto 
horns were carried for signalling. 

"Let her go," shouted President 
Newborn, of the state mining board. 
Miners passed. Then a blast of the 
horn signalling the ascent, echoed 
through the shaft. The explorers re- 
ported that they walked In the vein of 
the mine for 150 feet from the base 
of tlie shaft, and that they had found 
no living men or bodies. The at- 
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mosphere in this vein was consider- 
ably better than had been expected. 
With the aid of their electric lanterns 
the searchers had been able to seo 
splendidly. 

In other veins leading from the shaft 
much smoke was encountered, und 
nothing could be seen. A consulta- 
tion followed, und It was determined 
to start the ventilutlonyvuns at tho 
opposite side of the mine. This was 
to clear the galleries of .'the smoke. 

In half an hour tlie fan was sud- 
denly ordered stopped. Smoke began 
to pour from the main shaft. The ex- 
perts, lowered 'to investigate, reported 
that the llames had broken out afresh 
where tho original lire occurred. At- 
tempts to extinguish thoih. failed. Tho 
shaft was then covered' with steel 
sheets and a heavy luyer.of sand. The 
men und women with loved ones in 
tlie mine, turned away .hi' despair. 

Apparatus to light the", lire was or- 
dered from Lasalle, IllaX • A fire en- 
gine arrived tonight on u -special train. 
Inspector Taylor, who was one of the 
discoverers of the renewed lire, as- 
serted that the (lames had not spread 
beyond the stable of the mine.

Address Is Disposed of, With 
Only Five Hours of 
Oratory 



OTTAWA, Nov. 15.— The debate on 
the address In reply to A^tlie speech 
from the throne lasted orgy' five {lours 
und it was not only thojidiortHt tout 
the most interesting for !nnuny :>years. 
It closed at 10 o'clock tonight with the 
adoption of the address to his"- excel- 
lency, but during its process it 
brought from Sir Wilfrid jjiuirlor a 
remarkable pro-British, utterance, - 'in 
which the premier ortijj'rjfcally waived 
the Union Jack and appealed to all the 
nationalities of which Canada Is made 
up, particularly the French Canadians,, 
to assume the responsibilities of Brit- 
ish citizenship. 

It was noticeable, however, that the 
premier himself was the only lnun 
willing to commit himself at this junc- 
ture, the opposition contenting them- 
selves with criticism of the general 
policy of the government on the mat- 
ters mentioned and omitted In the 
speech from the throne. Mr. Borden 
set the pace in this regard by declin- 
ing to be drawn Into a discussion of 
proposals as yet unrevealed by tho 
government. At the same time ' ho 
made it understood that tho opposi- 
tion held itself open to criticize and 
censure those proposals if it deemed 
It necessnry to do so. 

The chief event of the debate was 
the attack made by Sir Wilfrid on 
Mr. Monk for bis speech made at La- 
chine a week ago. .Mr. Monk raised 
the point of order that the premier 
was not justified in referring to the 
question of naval defence on tlie Moor 
of parliament without placing the pa- 
pers dealing with the recent London 
conference on the table of the House. 
In this view Mr. Monk was supported 
by Speaker Marcil, but Sir Wilfrid 
maintained that he had a perfect right 
to take up Mr. Monk's Luchlne speech 
and criticize it. 

The theme of the premier's elo- 
quence was that. Mr. Monk had ap- 
pealed to prejudices. When challenged 
by the member for Jacques Cartler to 
name one such appeal Sir Wilfrid said 
that Mr. Monk argued that the navy 
would cost $20,000,000. Sir Wilfrid 
thought Canada needed a navy be- 
cause she wus growing, and her wheat 
fields might tempt the invader. Tlie 
subject, while a Canadian one, must 
be approached also from the point of 
view of the status of Canadians as 
British subjects. Canadians hud a 
duty to perforin to the Kmpire and 
that duty of the hour would be per- 
formed. 

Although Mr. Fielding rose at six 
o'clock, he did not speak, and the only 
one to he drawn Into the net laid by 
the premier was W. I". Maclean, who 
In characteristic language declared 
that Canada was at tin; parting of tho 
ways. He came out for both a con- 
tribution and a Canadian navy. 

The balance of the evening was tak- 
en up with a request for the boundary 
extension of Manitoba by Mr. Hug- 
gart, of 'Winnipeg, and a denunciation 
of expenditures toy Dr. Sproule. Mr. 
Foster barely dealt with the naval 
question at all. 

IMr. Borden, in opening, made a sym- 
pathetic reference to tho late Dr. Wil- 
bert Mclntyre, member for Strath- 
con a, whom he characterized as a 
man of more 'hr.n ordinary ability, of 
charming courtesy and gonial dispo- 
sition. Tho opposition loader also 
made the conventional congratulatory 
references to the speeches of the mov- 
er and seconder of the address. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurler thanked Mr. Borden 
for his references to the late Dr. Mc- 
lntyre, which were well deserved. 

The premier plunged in to tlie ques- 
tion of naval defence. He thought it 
was the proper time to discuss it. He 
outlined the meaning of the resolution 
passed unanimously last session, when 
a policy of Canadian naval service in 
co-operation with the British Admiral- 
ty was adopted. Two members n,f the 
cabinet had gone to London, and after 
taking part In the defence conference 
had a personal Interview with the ad- 
miralty authorities. A conclusion was 
reached which would be laid before 
the House at an early date, Tho pa- 
pers In the etise would be brought 
down on Wednesday. 

The premier concluded with an elo- 
quent peroration. He Said that fifteen 
hundred years ago St. Paul of Tar- 
uis had proudly exclaimed" "Clvls Kn- 
manus Sum." Today every Canadian 
was proud to be a British citizen, 
proud to accept the responsibilities en- 
tailed, and erf citizenship in the great- 
est empire of the nations.

The air of thc'pralrles breeds strong 
men, and In Canada humble begin- 
nings are no hindrance to high attain- 
ment. In tlie railway world every 
oflice boy carries a possible presidency 
under his soft felt hat. The heads of 
the three great transcontinental lines 
all worked their way up from the low- 
est rungs. Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, 
chief of the Canadian Pacific— a man 
who wields a power that monarchs 
might envy— started his career as a 
railroad canvasser. Mr. Charles M. 
Hays, the directing genius of tlie 
Grand Trunk Pacific, still delights to 
tell of his experiences when as a lad 
he travelled as the shorthand writer 
of an American railroad chief. The 
heads of the third of the transconti- 
nental lines, William Mackenzie and 
Daniel Mann, have hud a history re- 
culling the romances of olden times. 

Mackenzie and Mann, both still in 
the prime of life, seem gifted with the 
touch of Aladdin. For many years 
everything they have done has pros- 
pered. A quarter of a century back, 
Mackenzie, a young Ontario store- 
keeper, who had undertaken a timber- 
contract in British Columbia, met 
Mann, foreman of a gang of navvies. 
No two could have presented a greater 
outward contrast. Mackenzie, slightly 
built, distinguished, with an air recall- 
ing that of a) grand seigneur of two 
centuries ago, Boomed a product of old- 
world civilization rather than a man 
of the West. Mann was of tho back- 
woods, bluff, hearty, free spoken, a 
physical giant, and a born master of 
hisjfellows. He was noted for gotting 
Wore out of his gangs, ruling them 
bettor, and being better liked and more 
readily obeyed than any other ganger 
in the Rockies. 

Mackenzie and Mann. 

Mackenzie had been a school teacher 
before keeping store, and something of 
the primness of the teacher still re- 
mained. The tales of Mann's mighty 
deeds of strength and bullllko deter- 
mination were already known wher- 
ever backwoodsmen met, 

Mackenzie unci Mann joined forces. 
They hecume contractors and con- 
structors, hi twenty-five years they 
have made themselves multi-million- 
aires and industrial kings. They own 
one great railway, now being built 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, tlie 
Canadian Northern, and the mileage 
under their control Is now probably 
over 6,000. Please note the expression

JAIL MADE PLEASANT 



Prisoners Serving Sentence for Con- 
tempt of Court Incarcerated 
at Washington 



WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.— For the 
first time in American history six men 
are imprisoned tonight for contempt 
of the supreme court of the United 
States. For the first time, too, tho 
federal government has placed men 
behind the bars as an outcome of the 
lynching ol" a negro. 

At the United States jail in this city 
Captain Jos. F. Shlpp, formerly sher- 
iff at Chattanooga, Tenn.'; Jeremiah 
Gibson, his jailer, and Luther Wil- 
liams, Nick Nolan, Henry Padgett and 
Wm. Mayes, of the same city, this af- 
ternoon began to serve terms of im- 
prisonment imposed a few hours be- 
fore by the supreme court of .the 
United States. Shlpp and Gibson had 
been found guilty of failing to protect 
trom a mob Ell Johnson, whose legal 
execution had been stayed by the su- 
preme court until It could review the 
ease. Others had been found guilty 
of participation in tlie lynching of a 
federal prisoner. Shlpp and Williams 
were given sentences of !'0 days' Im- 
prisonment each, while Gibson, Pad- 
gett and Mayes each is sentenced to 
00 days. 

Warden McKce has inaugurated 
methods of punishment at the jail as 
humanitarian as the various cluss of 
prisoners will allow. About a year 
ago the warden had fitted up a large 
storeroom on the fourth floor of tho 
jail as an emergency quarter for fed- 
eral prisoners. It was In this he to- 
day locked the prisoners. In the room 
•were beds for each of the prisoners, 
while at one end is a table upon which 
"trusties" will set their meals three 
times a day. A bathroom adjoins, and 
will be used by the prisoners exclu- 
sively. So pleasant did the prisoners 
find the quarters that Captain Shlpp 
sent ills attorney, Major Clift, to tho 
office of the supreme court to with- 
draw a requost he had made when 
sentence was imposed to be sent to the 
federal prison at Atlanta, Ga., Instead 
of the jail In this city. 




First Day's Sale of Point Grey 
Lots Is Remarkably 
Successful 



PROCEEDS ARE OVER 

MILLION DOLLARS 




Million Dollars to Be 
Betterment Along the 
Fraser River 



VANCOUVER, Nov. 15.— Surveys 
have been completed for a million dol- 
lars' worth of reconstruction work on 
the line of the C. P. R. between Lyt- 
ton and a point to the west of Hope. 
The line is to be straightened and the 
grades reduced in order that passenger 
and freight traffic may be handled 
more expeditiously and at less cost 
than Is possible at present. The dis- 
tance embraced in the location sur- 
veys just finished is between 65 and 
70 miles, and both the Thompson and 
Cascade sections will he affected. 

The principal part of the reconstruc- 
tion will be performed In the famous 
Fraser canyon, through which the rail- 
way runs for about (SI miles. Every 
inch of the line through the canyon 
was cut out of solid rock, and the cost 
per mile averaged approximately $80,- 
000. Despite the heavy expenditure on 
this section of the railway, the road 
was permitted to follow the lines of 
least resistance when meeting walls of 
solid rock, and the consequence was 
that it zigzags through the canyon, 
taking much the same course as that 
pursued by the river in its tortous way. 
Curve follows curve all the way 
through tin 1 canyon, and many of them 
are very sharp. 

For several months past a large force 
of surveyors sent out from Winnipeg 
by the construction department of the 
railway 1ms been running trial and 
location lines from Lytton to the lower 
end of the canyon. This work Is now 
finished. 



CHIEF JUSTICE DUBUC 

Veteran Presiding Judge of Manitoba

LEAVES OPEN DOOR 

WASHINGTON. Nov. 15.— The re- 
cent treaties entered Into by China 
and Japan as to the operation of coal 
mines along the South Munehnrlan 
railway and the Antung-Multdcn rail- 
way do not create monopolies, and 
hence are not violations id' the open 
door or the "equal opportunities" prin- 
ciples, to tlie observance of which all 
of the leading powers are pledged. 
This Is the conclusion reached by the 
United States state department, after 
a long and careful investigation of 
the questions Involved, according to 
an official statement Issued by tho 
department today. Secretary of State 
Knox has given the whole matter his

VANCOUVER, Nov. 15.— Selling for 
thousands of dollars per acre where 
five years ago the figures wore in 
hundreds, $1,116,000 worth of property 
wiis disposed of today at Government 
auction of Point Grey lands adjoining 
the ivesteni limits of the city. 

The day's total constitutes a record 
for Canada. 

Another million dollars' worth is 
expected to go tomorrow, and another 
half million the day following, accord- 
lug to an estimate tonight by Trltes 
and Leslie, vendors for the Govern- 
ment. 

A great proportion of the govern- 
ment lands today went to Winnipeg 
people and residents of Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, who made their purchases 
through brokers. 

Five years ago prices ranging from 
two to five hundred dollars an acre 
were paid; today single acres worn 
sold as high as $5,250. 

Tlie Government still has thirteen 
hundred acres in the district, which Is 
estimated to be worth more than 
enough to pay off the total bonded In- 
debtedness of the province of British 
Columbia.

NELSON, Nov. 15.— When the Lib- 
erals nominated E. A. Crease as their 
candidate in Nelson they relied 
upon divisions in the Conservative 
ranks to give some prospect of suc- 
cess to their cause. They anticipated 
that the exceptionally keen contest 
for the Conservative nomination be- 
tween Harry Wright and R. S. Louie 
would leave a certain amount of bit- 
terness among the friends of the un- 
successful candidate that, would help 
to diminish the effectiveness of tho 
Conservative campaign. 

In this they have been disappointed, 
and their hopes of making it respecta- 
ble showing on November 25 are In 
consequence being rapidly dissipated.

Conservatives Arrange Six 
More Meetings— Final Rally 
at Victoria Theatre 



Six more meetings, arranged by the 
Conservatives In the city, will brlnu; 
the election campaign to an end. At 
three of these It is expected that Pre- 
mier AleBride will speak. Thosmoker 
lioJtl at Institute hall last Friday 
rilght proved so enjoyable, and was so 
largely attended — numbers being un- 
able to obtain admittance — that an- 
other smoker has been arranged, and 
will be held In the A. O. U. W. hali on 
next Tuesday evening. According to 
present arrangements Premier lie- 
Bride will be present, and will give 
the address of tin- evening, while a 
number of other prominent speakers 
will take part in the rally. 

Tonight a meeting has been arrang- 
ed in the fire hall, Oaklands, at which 
Watson Clark will preside, IVJessrs. 
Thomson, Behnson and Davey will de- 
liver addresses. Tomorrow night 
Pornwood hall. Spring Ridge, lias beon 
seleeted as the meeting place. The 
cluur here will be taken by 10. A. 
Lewis. The candidates, with the ex- 
ception of the premier will be present, 
while other speakers have promised to 
attend. 

on Saturday night Premier Mc- 
Brlde will be in the city, and will lie 
present at a mass meeting to be held 
in the A. O. U. W. hall, where lie will 
deal with the contract which the gov- 
ernment has entered Into with the 
Canadian Northern railway. 

At the final rally of the campaign to 
be held in the Victoria theatre Pre- 
mier McBrlde and Messrs. Thomson, 
Behnsen and Davey will all be pre- 
sent, as will G. H. Barnard, M. P., and 
other speakers. 

The interest already aroused in the 
rampalgn shows that the gathering to 
be held In the Conservative Interests 
on the eve of the elections will be of 
a record breaking character. Every 
day is gaining adherents to the Mc- 
Brlde policy, and the local Conserva- 
tives will go to the polls in better 
lighting trim than they have ever been 
In lite past.

They own 
the street railways of Toronto and 
Winnipeg, and a whole group of Can- 
adian, electric schemes. Their real 
estate exceeds many a small kingdom. 

Ask the secret of success of these 
partners, and it is not easy to obtain 
an answer. Both of them are abso- 
lutely unspoiled. They are men of 
simple tastes; they put on no airs, 
and much business has not made them 
forget how to enjoy life. William .Mac- 
kenzie, smiling, courtly, charming, and 
exact, goes about as though his days 
were his own, and his leisure unlimit- 
ed, lie travels as a rule without a 
secretary; outside of his office no one 
lias ever been known to see him toll- 
ing over reports, est Invites, and busi- 
ness details. Work he must, and work 
tremendously, but he carefully con- 
ceals all outward signs of it. He 
listens to his humblest visitor with an 
air of deference, as though anxious to 
learn from him. Yet study the man 
more carefully. His every sentence is 
clear cut; despite his easy manner, 
his movements are prompt; and those 
bright and smiling eyes are very wide 
open, with a look behind them telling 
of steely resolution. 

A Story of Success. 

.Mackenzie Is the money-getter of the 
pair. Occasionally he visits London 
and spends a few weeks in Croat Brit- 
ain. On his return he incidentally an- 
nounces, as this year, "I have brought 
ten million dollars back with me, and 
it will be spent on railroad construc- 
tion In the West during the coming 
season."

VICTORIA WEST 
HEARS CANDIDATE 

Conservative Standard Bearers 
Discuss Campaign Issues 
at Length 



At a meeting In the Conservative 
Interests held In Semple's hall, Vic- 
toria West, last night, an illuminating 
view of what the entrance of the 
Canadian Northern railway Into the 
province will mean in the matter of 
development was given by a number 
of able speakers. • A feature of the 
speeches was 'that they were replete 
with facts and figures, the plain 
statement of which without embellish- 
ment were left to' flic digestion of the 
electors present. Among other mat- 
ters touched upon was the Indian 
reserve question, ably dealt with by 
G. H. Barnard, M. P., who pointed out 
that the proposed method of settle- 
ment enunciated by R. L. Drury, one 
of the Liberal candidates, was no 
settlement at all inasmuch as the 
provincial government was unable, to 
solve, the problem. 

The meeting was attended by u 
representative gathering of Victoria. 
West electors. The chair was occu- 
pied by Leonard Tall, who in a brief 
opening address said that there were 
'two important issues in the present 
campaign. The first was whether the 
McBrlde government was worthy, on 
its past record of the support of the 
electorate. He pointed out that be- 
fore Premier McBrlde came into 
power during the years 190^-1^03, 
there had been a deficit in the public 
treasury of tl, 350, 000. During the 
years 1803-1904 when the Hon. Rich- 
ard McBrlde held the reins of ollicu 
this deficit had been reduced to 
JtiUS.OnO. Before tile Conservative 
government came Into office the credit 
of the province had fallen so low that 
the banks had refused to honor Its 
cheques. The question of rehabilitat- 
ing this credit was the one , which 
had faced Mr. McBrlde, and he had 
faced it manfully. For the live years, 
1898-1903 the expenditure in the pro- 
vince had exceeded the revenue by 
J3.700.000. Prom 1903-1908 the re- 
venue had exceeded the expenditure 
by roughly speaking 55,000,000. These 
ligures should convince the people of 
the stable character of the McBrlde 
government. 

Better Terms 

On the question of Better Terms 
the McBride government hud taken a 
manful stand. It had always insisted 
on the exclusion or Asiatics. The 
second issuo in the present campaign 
was that of Hie railway policy, which 
the premier had enunciated. It was 
a clear cut policy, and would be 
thoroughly dealt with by succeeding 
speakers. He personally believed that 
it would appeal to every man in the 
province. There were Illimitable re- 
sources on the mainland, and on the 
island, which must be opened up, and 
this could only be done by increased 
transportation. The building of the 
Canadian Northern would provide em- 
ployment, would create wages for 
workmen, would throw open laud for 
settlement, and provide the people 
coming in with homes. There was 
every reason why the- people should 
vote for Premier McBride, and for the 
oilier three candidates In Victoria. 
Tlie local Conservative candidates 
were men who had been proved. 
They were always found doing what 
was best for the interests of this city, 
and lie referred particularly to the 
actions of II. B. Thomson in the 
water question. He then called upon 
C. H. Cox, a young Conservative, to 
address the meeting. 

C. H, Cox 

Mr. Cox explained his reason for 
coming forward. He hud been pre- 
sent at the big Conservative smoker 
held last week, and had heard Col- 
onel Prior's request that young men 
would interest themselves In the for- 
tunes of the Conservative party. That 
was the reason that he was found on 
a public platform. The question be- 
fore the people this election was' that 
of a railway policy. He gave an In- 
teresting resume of Canada before 
railways were built, and went on to 
refer to the construction of She C. P. 
R., which meant work for thousands, 
and which had eventually meant the 
providing of food for people in the 
old land. Railway development was 
the prime factor in the upbuilding of 
a country. He referred to the con- 
struction of the Grand Trunk Pacliic. 



It might have been obtained on better 
terms, but everyone was agreed that 
its construction would mean the de- 
velopment of the Dominion. This had 
been realised by a number of Conser- 
vatives in the Dominion house, and 
when the bill which provided for the 
building had come before that house 
many Conservatives had voted in its 
favor. 

Mr. Cox then recapitulated many of 
the advanced acts of legislation pass- 
ed by the McBride government. He 
pointed out how the province was now 
In a position to spend $3,000,000 on 
public works. The policy of the Mc- 
Bride government along every line 
had been one of a progressive char- 
acter. It had now evolved a railroad 
policy which would enrich the people 
of the country. He believed that on 
November 25, the, people would sup- 
port the government. 

H. F. W. Behnsen. 
11. P. W. Behnsen took for his 
theme the tremendous Importance of 
the building of the Victoria and Bark- 
ley Sound Railroad and all that it 
'I would mean to this <'lty. Ps Import- 
ance he said was realized by but few. 
Twenty miles from Victoria there was 
an iron property which had been ly- 
ing Idle since 1S87. This property hais 
been thoroughly examined by experts. 
The ore there was of the magnetic 
species, in a ledge of from If. to 30 
feet wide. It had been assayed by ex- 
perts from different countries and 
had run all the way from 52 per cent 
to 75 per cent if Iron to the ton. Thin 
could only be worked by the con- 
struction of the Victoria and Barkley 
Sound railroad. He estimated thai 
HO, Out) tons of pig Iron could be ship- 
ped out each year. The exploitation 
of the property would mean the es- 
tablishment of a steel Industry In the 
neighborhood and thus employment 
would be given to thousands of work- 
men. Along the route of the railway 
there were numerous indications of 
coal. The timber resources were well 
known. He was satisfied that the 
young men of Victoria would realize 
the great prospects of prosperity 
which were in store for them, and 
would vote for a government which 
was anxious to bring about an era of 
development. He had recently trav- 
eled through the Interior of the prov- 
ince and from what he had gathered 
there he saw every Indication that the. 
Conservatives would be returned by 
an overwhelming majority. In the 
last legislature he and liis colleagues 
have done everything in their power 
to forward the interests of Victoria. 

H, Fessenden. 

The next speaker was H. Fesseu- 
den. He pointed out that though a 
comparative stranger he had the same 
interest in the railway policy as tho 
people of Victoria had. When In 
Manitoba he had been in a position 
to closely study the railway policy 
there. He had seen the results of the 
Manitoba government's agreement 
with the Canadian Northern and in 
ten years the people of Britisli Co- 
lumbia, if they endorsed . their pre- 
mier's policy would also . see results 
which they could not now estimate. 
One thing which had amazed him 
above everything in the present cam- 
paign was the reckless statement* 
made by the opposition. One John 
Oliver's objections to the Canadian 
Northern was that he did not know 
whether that company was earning 
a profit. It hud boon stated that the 
conlpany was ,not earning enough to 
pay the interest on its bonds. There 
was no excuse. for a man In Mr. Oli- 
ver's position to make such a state- 
ment. Under the laws of Canada 
every railroad in Canada had to send 
in a sworn statement of its profits 
and expenses during the year. This 
information was not secret but was 
distributed broadcast to every con- 
stituency in Canada. Here were 
some of the figures: The end of the 
fiscal year for BIOS, the net earnings 
Of the Canadian Northern were $3,181.- 
093. This year the net earnings were 
over $4,000,000. If British Columbia 
guaranteed the bonds of the railway 
for construction in this province the 
interest would amount to $840,000 a 
year. Surely the C. N. R. out of its 
net earnings would be able to pay this 
amount. 

Equally Inconsistent were the state- 
ments of Mr. Oliver on. the matter o£ 
a first mortgage, that the sharehold- 
ers would get this, and then where 
did tlie province; stand in the matter. 
Well, If the railroad and tin; govern- 
ment defaulted then the bondholders 
would get the lirst mortgage. If the 
company defaulted but the province, 
paid, then the government was sub- 
rogated and got the lirst mortgage. 
The C. P. R. published a statement 
of the liabilities each year, but in this 
statement it did not include the guar- 
antee of bonds. Why? Because thov 
were not real liabilities. merely 
nominal. 

The opposition claimed that the c. 
N. R. was a ramshackle road. Hero 
were some figures which would go 
all the way to disprove this state- 
ment. Out of each $1 which the Can- 
adian Northern made, the cost of op- 
erating expenses amounted to G7 
cents; out of each dollar made by the. 
C.P.R. l>8 cents was paid for operating 
the road. This indicated that the road 
was better than tho Canadian Pacific, 
and if this was so It could not be so' 
very bad. 

The Barkley Sound Extension 
The speaker went on to say that he 
had never seen a richer territory than 
that through which the Victoria &f 
Barkley Sound Railroad would pass. 
This railroad was certain to be built 
if the people endorsed the .McBride 
policy. The Liberals had asked would 
it be built. It would because the com- 
pany had agreed to build it, because 
the government can force its construc- 
tion. Tin' company would not get a 
dollar of guarantee only on the mile- 
age completed. The C.N.R. had every 
interest, in building this island road. 
Th company wanted freight to carry 
back to the prairies by the cars iii 
which the crops were brought to the 
coast. Most of this freight would come 
from Vancouver Island in the shape of 
timber. No man on tlie southern half 
of Vancouver island was more Inter- 
ested in tlie building of the Victoria & 
Barkley Sound railroad than was the 
company itself. 

With the construction of the C.N.R. 
new cities would spring up, working- 
men would he employed in the con- 
struction and In the operation of the 
road, nobody In British Columbia was 
going to benefit more than the work- 
tngman. Its advent would mean the 
reduction of freight rates. Before the 
C.N.R. ran from "Winnipeg to Lake 
Superior the rate on wheat had been 
I I cents. Today wheat was being car- 
ried nt 10 cents. When the C.P.R. 
was the only railroad in Manitoba it 
had been Impossible to get other roads 
to come In, until the Canadian North- 
ern had entered. Then the rates had 
been lowered. 

G. H. Barnard, M.P. 
The next speaker, CP H. Barnard, M. 
P., dealt with the Sorighees reserve 
question, He; referred to the statement 
made by R. L. Drury that the provin- 
cial government had blocked the mat- 
ter. The British Columbia authorities 
had; done everything In reason to try 
and arrive at a settlement of the mat- 
ter. He dealt with the negotiations 
between the city council and the gov-

Blakemore addressed the meeting In a

convincing speech which was repeatedly 
cheered. 

Mr. Fooley, in opening the meeting, 
declared his bellcr that Mr. Helmcken 
would be returned as member for the 
district by n good majority. The policy 
on which the McBrido government Isi 
appealing to the country is one which 
will redound to the material welfare of 
the Island In no part of which would 
the residents derive greater benefit 
than right In Esquimau and adjacent 
territory where, by reason of the con- 
struction of the C. N. H. line from 
Victoria to Bark ley Sound, development 
would quickly follow. .Mr. Pooiey re- 
ferred to a recent trip which ho had 
made in the Chilliwack section, into 
the very home of the Liberal leader, 
and he noticed I here largo tracts of 
'undeveloped land because of Inadequate 
railway facilities. And yet John Oli- 
ver is heading the Liberal party which 
Is 7iow attempting to defeat the Mc- 
Brido railway policy, a policy which the 
premier, true to the pledge made to tin; 
people of British Columbia had sub 
ml tied to the electors for approval. 
That this policy would la- sustained 
.Mr. Pooiey had absolutely no doubt hut 
he emphasized the necessity of hard 
work' right up to the last minute of 
polling on the 25th. It was a good 
cause and deserved to win. 

W. Blakemore. 

W. Blakemore dealt altogether with 
the railway polks- of the government. 
In this campaign, lie said there were 
two Important Issues upon which the 
elections would be decided. The lirst 
w;is the character of the management 
of the btidlness affairs of the prov- 
ince which Mr. McBride had given to 
thi' people, The government stood in 
the same position as the manager of 
a corporation. 

The government which best handled 
the business of the province was tho 
best lor the province, of vvhal the 
McBrido government had done abun- 
dant figures had been printed in tliu 
press and dilated upon by speakers 
at different meetings. The province 
should act the same its a business 
corporation and when business waa 
profitable not change Us manager. 

Premier McBride had been twitted 
for some years past with not having 
a constructive railway policy. Well he 
had evolved a railway policy and now 
ho wus charged with Indecent haste 
in laying it before the people. The 
questions were does British Columbia 
need another railway, was it urgent, 
and why'.' Boards of trade through- 
out the province had been complain- 
ing of excessive rates charged over 
the existing railway. It was claimed 
that Industries were being retarded 
that new ones were prevented from 
coming in on this account. From 
these contentions It. did not follow 
that the C. P. Tt. was charging ex- 
cessive rates. He personally did not 
think so. The physical conditions on 
the C. P. "R. road were such that the 
company could not give the province 
the rates which were wanted. Through 
the C. P. R. much o£ the develop- 
ment which whs evident in the prov- 
ince was due. Under similar phy- 
sical conditions no railway could give 
tho rates which British Columbia wan 
claiming. The. C. P. It. grade used to 
he 4 pep cent. By dint of work in the. 
mountains this had been reduced to 
I! per cent. It was said that the ij. T. 
P. had H -grade of 2 per cent. But 



tho C. N, R. guaranteed a grade of 
four-tenths of one per cent. The ad- 
vent of u. dozen railways with a grade 
of 3 per cent would muke very little 
difference in the rates. But with a 
railway with a vastly reduced grade 
the company could not claim the cost 
of operation as a plea for keeping the 
rates up. Tho people of the province 
would be able to extort If necessary 
lower rates. 

Tho opposition practically conceded 
the value of the McBride policy. They 
had been reduced to the argument 
that the road would never he con- 
structed. It was stated that 
the railway Would run through an 
unproductive country. The speaker 
stated that he had a personal acquain- 
tance with the route. Starting from 
the Yellow Head Pass, the G. X. Tt. 
would, for the first forty miles, paral- 
lel the Grand Trunk Pacific. This was 
inevitable as botli lines would be mak- 
ing their way out of the mountains. 
Then they would diverge, the C. N. R. 
coming southwards down the valley of 
tho North Thompson river. The re- 
sources of this valley, hitherto un- 
touched were dilated on in graphic 
manner by the speaker, It contained 
coal areas as promising, as any in the 
Interior. For 260 miles the railroad 
would pass through n productive 
country Then for the next 200 miles 
it would parallel the (\ P. R. This 
was a feature which the Opposition 
decried. They seemed to forget that 
for hundreds of miles on the prairies 
the G. T..P. was paralleling the C. P. 
R„ and this through the most accessi- 
ble part of the west, through a coun- 
try which presented no physical diffi- 
culties. The remainder of the t\ X. R. 
in British Columbia would run through 
rich territory. 

The Local Extension 

Then the Opposition was saying 
nothing about the building of the Vic- 
toria and Barkeley Sound railroad. If 
the railway policy contained nothing 
but the construction of this road it 
would be of Inestimable benefit to the 
province, It bad been urged that a 
local company would build this road 
anyhow. Doubtless this was Inn- but 
not unless the-bonds were guaranteed. 
Premier McBride had shown his wis- 
dom in guaranteeing the bonds of a 
transcontinental company, for other- 
wise when tin.- local charter holders 
had secured the guarantee they would 
have peddled the railway to some 
transcontinental company: 

Neither the O. P. R. nor the G. T. P. 
had offered to build to Kamloops on 
terms as favorable as those under 
which the C. N. R. undertook construc- 
tion. How long had loth the press 
and the provincial government worked 
for the construction of more railways 
on Vancouver Island? Why had the 
C. P. R. not built before? Because 
they wanted the same assistance as is 
now being given to the C. X. R. 

It was contended by some people 
that the C. X. It. only wanted a 
trunk line. That was what Mr. Oliver 
and the Liberal press were saying. 
But without branches the C. N. R. 
would be a freak line. In this pro- 
vince above any others, branch lines 
were an absolute necessity to open up 
the valleys and make their produce 
flow to the main line of the railway. 

The speaker went on to refer to the 
guarantee given by the Manitoba' gov- 
ernment to the Canadian Northern 
mil way. As a result of tins that rail- 
way had now 2,500 miles of line con- 
structed In that province since tho 
first guarantee had been given.. Four- 
teen hundred miles 'were branch lines. 
The C. N. R. today hair more mileage 
In Manitoba than the C. P. R., which 
had been in the province 22 years be- 
fore the advent of the C. Ni R. 

No company in Canada stood* higher 
In financial credit than the C. X. R. 
If the provincial government were 
guaranteeing $22,500,000 the company 
had besides this to raise $15,000,000. 
The opposition wanted to subsidise 
lines already subsidised by the fed- 
eral government. These lines were 
all held by personal friends of the 
Dominion government. If the Oliver 
policy were adopted these charter 
holders would have nice little prop- 
erty to peddle round. They were all 
short lines, and were not even con- 
necting links of any system. 
- By endorsing the Canadian North- 
ern system the province ran no risk 
unless the railway in violation of all 
cits financial record defaulted its in- 
terest. If It did so for thirty years 
then the province would be called 
upon to pay $-15,000,000. if the G. T. 
I'. dlil the same for the sumo period 
the liability to the country would be 
$400,000,000. For every dollar that 
British Columbia was guaranteeing 
tho Canadian Northern had to tlnd 00 
cents. If the company defaulted on 
its bonds the entire system In British 
Columbia would pass Inuto the hands 
of the province, and British Columbia 
would find itself owner of a railway 
for which it had paid two-thirds. 

In conclusion the speaker stated 
that Premier McBride had taken his 
political life in his hands. He con- 
sidered that the time had come for a 
big policy. Opportunity was knocking 
at alio door Every forward move- 
ment in Canada meant the construc- 
tion of a railway. He was offering 
the people a third transcontinental 
railway with a record second to none 
in the world, and it was a railroad 
governed by self-made men. The 
speaker wound up by stating that ho 
believed the' electorate would have all 
these facts well digested before elec- 
tion day. and would east their votes 
accordingly. 

Hearty greetings were extended to 
Mr. Helmcken when he rose to speak. 
He declared himself in hearty accord- 
ance with the provisional agreement 
as submitted to the electors by Pre- 
mier McBride on the railway ques- 
tion. He believed In its perfect bona 
fides and the opportunit 
forded should be seized, 
of criticism litis been dire 
the contract owing to th 
tiny provision calling lot- 
gage to secure tne guarantee which 
the province will lie called upon to 
make yet under section ,') of the obli- 
gation assumed by the province, It is* 
assumed that the form and frame of 
that security would appear in the for- 
mal contract which the provincial 
government, if its policy be approved 
by the electors which undoubtedly It 
would be. would have prepared and 
ratified by parliament. 

.Mr. Helmcken declared that he had 
been working since 1894 for railway 
development on Vancouver island, es- 
pecially in view of making Victoria 
the terminus of a transcontinental 
line, a consummation which would 
not only mean a vast deal to Victoria 
and Esquimau, but also to the terri- 
tory adjacent thereto, which at pro- 
sent suffers greatly through lock of 
facilities which would open up great 
markets for tho settlers. The pro- 
posal of Premier McBrido w ts direct- 
ly In line with what the speaker had 
always advocated, and would receive 
his hearty support. He would en- 
deavor to have Inserted in the con- 
tract a provision providing for a nine 
hour working; day Instead of one of 
ten hours, and that work at both ends 
of the line should enmmonco simul- 
taneously. Mr. Helmcken quoted 
from the report .made by Sir Rivera 
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Spcciai

Wilson relative to the obdurate man- 
ner In which Premier McBride laid 
rejected the proposal of the c. T. i'. 
to allow the entrance Into the pro- 
vince of Asiatics and Insisted on their 
return, after completion of construc- 
tion o£ the line. The speaker be- 
lieved In a white Canada, and lie would 
always advocate it. 

It did not require any great stretch 
of the Imagination to appreciate the 
benefits which would accrue to Esqui- 
mau from the construction of the pror 
posed Berkley Sound lino from Van- 
toria to that point. The vast latent 
resources of the west coast would be 
opened up, the immense timber areas. 
Which at present cannot be worked, 
would have the world's markets open, 
and as a natural consequence this de- 
velopment would stimulate industries 
which would mean added wealth and 
importance for Esquimau.

What nutter 
location than Esquimau with Its mag- 
nliiclent harbor and facilities for 
shipping. Throughout tho district the 
great cry had been lor more means 
of communication to outside markets, 
With the railway us It is proposed to 
run It the farmer, rancher, fruit- 
grower, would have easy access to 
markets which aro at present closed 
to him. It would mean more settlers, 
enhanced land values and the develop- 
ment of resources which exist us 
everyone knows, but which ut present 
cannot be opened up. 



Referring to the policy of the E. & X. 
railway In opening up the cast coast. 

Air. Hoi ken stated thut many years 

It had been pointed out by Hon. J. S. 
Helmcken. the benefits n line to tho 
north end of the Island by way of 
the west coast would give and the 
speaker declared that ho would 1101 
relax In his efforts until this result be 
obtained so that Vancouver Island 
shall have a circle of railroads opening 
up the Immense wealth it contains. 

Exception had been taken to th" 
government's policy because it had 
not taken over tho first charter for a 
P.arkley Sound railway. No govern- 
ment would deprive promoters, such 
as the present, #*Rarkley Sound Incor- 
porators, of the benefits of the enter- 
prise, but instead would see to it that 
thy are recouped the monies spent In 
a bona fide manner in their enter- 
prise. 

Referring to section l) of the Terms 
of Union which provided for the In- 
fluence of the Federal government for 
continued maintenance of a naval sta- 
tion at Esquimalt, Mr. Helmcken said 
that 110 representation had been made, 
so far as can be learned, by the Do- 
minion against the withdrawal of tho 
fleet and in view of tlie programme 
of naval defense which included tho 
taking over of Esquimau by tho Do- 
minion, Esquimau has paramount 
claim's for not only a drydock but nlso 
for tho establishment of largo 'ship- 
yards and a bonus should be given 
shipbuilders so as to place Esquimau 



In a position to compete for a portion 
I of tin- shipbuilding scheme to lie I n ^ 
troduced by the federal government 
I and thus ro-endow the port with Its 
former prestige, which tho speaker 
i sincerely hoped would prove as groat 
under the rule of Ottawa ns it had 
i been under the beneficent rule of 
Downing street. 

Touching on the road question, Mr; 
Helmcken stated that In view ot'tho 
gratifying growth of the district ami 
; the necessary call upon the government 
i for road:*, trails and bridges a drastic 
change the present management 
I of the road question .must be made 
j in the near future. While the pres- 
I ent superintendent of roads has faith- 
fully done his work, yet the 
district 1ms grown as to become boyomJ 
his control and not to tho advantage of 
the district. The present minister of 
works had carried out a spirited and 
comprehensive policy of development 
along this line, malting Improvements 
which it has proved Impossible for the 
superintendent, efficient ns ho Is, to 
properly supervl.se. This matter, Mr. 
Helmcken declared, would lie taken up 
ut an . 'early date should he be elected to 
represent the constituency.

THE SONGHEES RESERVE. 

Mr. John Oliver's plan for the settle- 
ment of the Songhees Reserve is so 
palpably an electloneeriqng dodge that 
it is hardly worthy ot serious consider- 
ation; but as some of our Liberal 
friends think it quite a wonderful 
thing, we shall have to. analyze it a 
little. 

1 The proposal is to buy the Indians 
out and dispose of the money under 
the Indian Act, under which a part of 
tlie price is paid directly to the In- 
dians and the remainder is hold in 
trust for thoni.. That is what, everyone 
has been trying to do for the last half 
century, and apparently we are no 
nearer a conclusion now than ever. At 
the earnest solicitation of Mr. Temple- 
man, the Reserve question has never 
been treated from a political point of 
View until it suited the convenience of 
the local Liberals to make a campaign 
issue out of it. We are, therefore, free 
to discuss it in all its bearings now, 
and we say, without the slightest hesi- 
tation that the Indian Department has 
woefully muddled the whole business. 
.Mr. Pedley came here and stayed for 
weeks, and left matters In a worse con- 
dition than he found them, because his 
method of treating the question, and 
the manner in which it was dealt with 
in the Liberal organ gave the Indians 
an exaggerated Idea of their rights. 
But let us take the proposal of Mr. 
Oliver, as it lias been explained by Mr. 
Drury. It is proposed that the govern- 
ment shall buy out the Indians at the 
market value of the property. Who is 
going' to fix the market value'.' Pre- 
sumably the Indians will have some- 
thing to say about it; and thus, the 
moment we begin In apply Mr. Oliver's 
remedy, we get to the same difficulty 
that confronts us today, and has eon- 
fronted us fur the' past fifty years. If 
the Indians would agree upon a price 
that they would take, the matter could 
be settled nut of band. It will hardly 
be contended that t !!<■>■ will assent to 
what Mr. Oliver offers any more quick- 
ly than they would assent to what Hie 
representative of the Dominion gov- 
ernment offered, 

But, say the Liberals, the provincial 
government insists upon Its reversion- 
ary right to tlie trust fund that may lie 
created nut of tile proceeds of the sale. 
What possible difference can that 
make to the Indians': A reversionary 
interest in a trust dues not become a 
possessory interest until tlie purposes 
of the trust have been fulfilled. It 
does not make the slightest possible 
difference to tlie Songhees Indians 
whether niter their tribe becomes ex- 
tinct, if it ever dues become extinct, 
the residue of the trust mud will 
go to the Dominion or the province, 
and that is Hie only question Involved 
in the title of the reversionary interest. 
If the Songhees Indians bad been will- 
ing to agree upon what they would 
take for the Reserve, or t" have the 
property sold at auction for their 
benefit, the whole matter could have 
been disposed of long ago; but that is 

just, the thing they would not do, and 
we decline, to believe that they can be 
Induced by .Mr. John Oliver to do |t. 

The Indians have never raised any 
question as to the reversionary inter- 
est of the province. That was a ques- 
tion raised by the Laurler ministry. 
It is not tin; Indians who say that they 
will not assent to the sale of the Ro- 
servo because the province claim* a re- 
versionary interest in the trust fund 
Unit will he created; but it is tho Do- 
minion government, which says it will 
not rccognlsso BUCll reversionary iir- 
torcsL . , . _ .. „. 



If Mr. Oliver's plan Is so easy, may 
wo aBlc why tho Dominion government 
has not long ago carried it out? Our Im- 
pression has been that Is just what the 
Dominion government has been en- 
deavoring to do. "We have been under 
the impression that what Mr. Pedley 
tried to do was to Induce the Indians 
to come to some understanding under 
which tho Reserve might be sold, and 
the proceeds be. applied to the benefit 
of the Indians under the Indian Act. 
If this is not what he was trying to do, 
it would be Interesting to know what 
it was that he was attempting. There 
never has been the lenst reason in tlie 
world why the Dominion government 
could not have done what Mr. Oliver 
proposes to do, If the Indians had been 
willing. The provincial government 
has not laid a straw in the way. It 
has simply said to tlie Dominion gov- 
ernment that it claims a reversionary 
Interest in all the Indian Reserves, and 
therefore in this particular Reserve. 
We make this proposition to the Lib- 
erals: 

The Indians are the wards of die Do- 
minion government, and no disposition 
can be made of their Reserves without 
the consent or that government. Let 
the Dominion government ascertain the j 
price at which the Songhees will sell 
their Interest in the Reserve, and the 
provincial government will undertake 
to provide the money for the purchase, 
if the Dominion government cannot 
spare it. and: take over the Reserve, 
permitting the Dominion government 
to dispose of the purchase price under 
the Indian Act. and leaving the 
question of the reversionary in- 
terest In any trust fund that 
may be created, to lie deter- 
mined by the courts. It will then sell 
the land at public auction, and doubt- 
less witli the same success as attended 
the Point Grey and Prince Rupert sales. 
Mr. McBrlde is not in the city; but we 
take the liberty of saying that he will 
stand by this proposal, whether It is 
accepted by the Dominion goyernment 
now or after the election. 



MR. R. F. GREEN. 

It suits the purpose of the Opposi- 
tion organ to attack Mr. It. F. Green 
from time to time. Mr. Green is a 
gentleman who has taken up his resi- 
dence in the city and has built up e 
private business here that is daily in- 
creasing. He is a good citizen, taking 
a deep interest in all public matters, 
and contributing, as freely as his 
means will allow, to all praiseworthy 
objects. It is true, also, that he takes 
an interest in politics, and being a Con- 
servative, identifies himself with Hie 
work of that party. There is surely 
nothing in this that makes him a legi- 
timate... target for the attacks of ;Zhc 
opponents of the provincial ministry. 
For some years Mr. Green was a mem- 
ber of that ministry, and it was under 
his administration of the Department 
of Lands and Works that the policy 
was inaugurated, that has led to a 
great and permanent increase In the 
provincial revenue from Crown Lands. 
There wits some criticism of that pol- 
icy when it was announced; but it has 
all died out in view of the results, and 
we find the Opposition claiming credit 
for proposing to make it permanent. 
AVhen the history of present day poli- 
tics comes to be written, and the policy 
which has placed the province In re- 
ceipt of a large and expanding rev- 
enue from its Crown Lands is Investi- 
gated, Mr. Green will receive from 
everyone credit for the Inauguration of 
the system of licenses, which has 
proved such a wonderful success. It 
was an admirable piece of business to 
turn to such excellent advantage the 
desire of moneyed men to secure tim- 
ber limits in British Columbia, and to 
do so upon terms that leave the gov- 
ernment free to Increase' the charges 
upon the licenses from year to year, 
as they think the condition of business 
and the welfare of the province justi- 
fy. When Mr. Green's detractors can 
claim anything half as good for the 
public men in British Columbia whom 
they support, the Colonist will be 
ready to make every acknowledgment. 
In the meanwhile we suggest that the 
introduction of Mr. Green's name into 
the election contest is a piece of gra- 
tuitous Irnpert Inence.

than British Columbia. It has long 
been the plaything of certain corpor- 
ations grown fat with federal favor. 
But British Columbia has now reach- 
ed man-size, and its personality Is as- 
serting itself. 

This is shown in the railway policy 
of Premier McBrlde, who typifies the 
British Columbia individuality. It Is 
significant that he is tho first native 
son of British Columbia to rise to the 
premiership, nqt, It must he admitted, 
without creating chagrin among some 
not to the manner born. He is gifted 
with a magnetism that buckles fol- 
lowers to him. He has shown his fit- 
ness to man-handle the affairs of his 
native province. His opponents have 
not always gone from tho field victo- 
rious. Dick McBrlde gives an account 
of himself every time. 

In his recent railway policy he hits 
focused the need of an unattached 
railwav for British Columbia. The 
full-blown anil full-blooded C. P. R. 
that has manipulated British Colum- 
bia through many tortuous years Is 
overlooked. British Columbia thinks 
its interests no longer lie in posing as 
Hie golden-egged-goose for a railway 
that ramifies two dominions. ' Nor Is 
British Columbia in love with the 
federally- fed G. T. P., lliat aims to 
force Prince Rupert on nature, and 
that connects up with the ,G. T. ft. 
that Is as much a part of the United 
States as it Is of Canada., Hence the 
Canadian Northern Rail way comes into 
the McBrlde railway policy as an un- 
attached line, distinctively Canadian 
and absolutely necessary to tho de- 
velopment of British Columbia. 

Premier McBrlde's life record shows 
him to be a man or. sterling Integrity, 
a fair dealer, a square player of poll- 
tics, and a son devoted to tho inter- 
ests of British Columbia, first, hist and 
always. His administration has been 
capable, honest and enterprising. He 
took office at a time when the fin- 
ances of the province were in a eritica 1 
condition. He delayed announcing his 
railway policy until the financial em- 
broglio was at rest. Then he comes 
to the people witli a. clean-cut com- 
prehensive, co-operative policy that 
everyone can understand. He can 
be trusted to carry it through. 

As to Ills railway policy, is It 
strange that it is opposed by the C. P. 
U„ the G. T. R. and the O. T. P.? 
Their opposition Is most natural, dic- 
tated as it is by their self-interest. All 
the pandered advocates of the C. P. R, 
and the <;. T. R. now abuse the Mc- 
Brlde railway policy. Richard gains 
by the enemies he has made. Then 
the guarantee of $35,000 a mile is much 
less than what it will cost to build a 
mile of the road. Well-informed rail- 
way men say the McBrlde railway 
bargain is a better bargain than the 
Liberals drove with the G. T. P. Un- 
alterably opposed to railway grants, 
as the World is, yet tlie circumstances 
In British Columbia may be pleaded as 
extenuation for Premier McBrlde. 
And. besides, the west is west and tho 
east is east. As to the prophesied de- 
ficit, this need not worry even tho C. 
P. R. and G. T. P., for any deficit In 
revenue Is guaranteed by tlie C. X. It. 
Hence the province need not feel fear- 
ful of its commitment, even if for tho 
first two or three years, under the 
railway agreement, there should be a 
deficit. 

From this distance Premier McBrlde 
looks like a man on his, feet,, He is 
British' Columbia. Premier Whitney 
was maligned for his power policy. 
Yet Premier Whitney is Ontario. Bri- 
tish Columbia can trust Dick Mc- 
Brlde to give it a fair and square deal 
In railways. And for tho east it may 
be necessary to repeat the west is 
west.

Mr. Pitts has held tho property in 
question for some time, acquiring it 
during the boom year, 1891. As indi- 
cating tlie rapid appreciation of Yutes 
street realty values, It may bo noted 
that five years ago, when the British 
Columbia Electric Hallway Co,, Ltd., was 
on iiio look out for a site upon which 
to erect office promises (the corner of

While there is an 
almost entire absence of the specula- 
tive fever that is so prevalent in some 
coast cities at the present time, the 
steady local buying movement, always 
at enhanced prices, shows that Vic- 
toria realty as an absolutely safe In- 
vestment Is growing in favor. 

Fort street, Douglas street, Yates 
street and now Blanchard street prop- 
erties have been the principal ones in 
tho limelight.

"AWAKE YE SLAVES" 

SAYS SOCIALIST 

Meeting in Interests of George Oliver 
Held in Labor 
Hall 



"Much regret cannot be with you 
tonight. Will give you another date 
later. The Socialist campaign in 
Comox, Newcastle and Nanalmo Is 
making splendid progress. It Is a 
cinch we win these three scats. Arouse 
ye slaves." 

This was the message read from J. 
H. Hawthornthwaite, at the meeting 
held In the Interests of the Socialist 
candidate .George Oliver, in Labor 
hall. J. Reany occupied the chair, and 
after reading the above-quoted tele- 
gram, called on J. S. Ferguson to ad- 
dress the meeting. 

.Mr. Ferguson said that every indi- 
cation pointed to a larger vote being 
polled by the Socialist party. Pro- 
ceeding, he said that despite the 
specious talk on platform and press, 
that the increase, of business likely to 
occur as a result or the construction 
of railways, the capitalist class would 
see to it that there was an equal in- 
crease In the number of men seeking 
jobs. One result of more railways 
would be to enable that class to rush 
In the surplus labor of other places 
quicker. The capitalist class would 
only employ a man when they could 
make a profit from Its labor. Referring 
to an editorial on Socialism, which 
appeared In the Colonist a few days 
ago, the speaker said that the Social- 
ist theory was admitted by the writer 
to lie lovely in theory, but was im- 
practical. If lovely In theory, when 
that stnge was reached, and the trend 
of evolution in Industry was forcing 
the theory forward as a practical 
solution. 

Put into a few words, the whole of 
the talk of railways was simply that 
the working class were being asked to 
guarantee to maintain In affluence and 
luxury a horde of social parasites. So 
long as capitalism lasts, hovels for tho 
toller and mansions for the wealthy 
would be the rule. 

(loo. V.. Winkler, the next spcaktr, 
said that society today was divided 
Into two classes, on the one hand a 
small class, numerically, owning all 
the means of life, and on the other a 
large class, numerically, owning little 
or nothing, and reduced to a condition

of utter dopendonce upon tho other 
class for the privilege of living. 

Speaking on tho railway policy of 
the government, the speaker said that 
while they often heard much of the 
risks of capital. In this case tho cap- 
italists were taking no risks, as the 
government were taking practically all 
the risks, but whether the province 
were called upon to pay tho Interest 
directly or not, that interest was com- 
ing out of the bone and muscle of tho 
working class anyhow. 

J. T. Stott was then called upon to 
read over the record of votes on labor 
measures cast by Premier McBrldeand 
Messrs. Oliver and Drury in the 1903- 
1006 parliament. 

Following him was Mr. Oliver. In 
his opening remarks, the candidate 
spoke of the helpless condition to 
which organized labor had been re- 
duced through the ownership by the 
capitalist class of the courts and the 
control of the militia, which they wove 
ready to use at any time to protect 
their class interests. 

The very existence of the working 
class today depended upon their gain- 
ing control of the machinery of pro- 
duction, which they collectively oper- 
ated, and of socializing tho product 
So long as this was owned by another 
class their lives were not safe. To 
remedy this state of affairs was the 
mission of the Socialist movement, 
and on the 25th of this month the 
workers of Victoria would have the 
opportunity of striking a blow for 
their own freedom by voting for that 
party. 




FUND SS SHY 



Alderman Turner Objects to 
Cutting Down of Amount 
Intended for Streets 



What became of the $10,000 addi- 
tional funds which, he understood, had 
been voted by the city council to swell 
the $04,000 fund granted tho city en- 
gineer early in the year for the pur- 
pose of better street maintenance, was 
a question which Alderman Turner, 
chairman of the streets, bridges, and 
sowers committee, put to the council 
at last night's meeting. The query was 
put following a report submitted by 
the city engineer, in which that offi- 
cial stated that of the money placed at 
his disposal, but some $4,000 remains 
to carry out the street work up to De- 
cember 31, and unless there are more 
funds forthcoming, it will be im- 
possible to keep the streets in repair 
and reorganize the present system of 
maintenance and put It on a satisfac- 
tory basis. The engineer pointed out 
that at the beginning of the present 
year he had been granted the sum of 
$04,300 for maintainance. Of this, $12,- 
038 has been taken for plant, surface 
drains, etc., so the appropriation for 
maintenance amounted to $52,262, and 
of this latter sum but $4,000 is left, 
whereas there should be about $16,000 
if the appropriation had not been re- 
duced by the pin-chase' of plant. "\ 
Reorganization. 

The engineer also 'went on to show 
what ho Intends fdolng in the way of 
reorganization of the. present system 
of maintenance. lie would. divide the 
city into districts, appointing a fore- 
man in charge of each, who would bo 
directly responsible to James Pusey, 
who would be in charge of mainten- 
ance only. All brick, granitoid, block, 
and other permanent roadways would 
be under the direct control of the en- 
gineer's department, and such foremen 
as necessary would be appointed as 
required by the amount of work in 
hand. All macadam roads, cement 
sidewalks, gutters, etc., would be placed 
under one head responsible to the en- 
gineer. As regards surface drainage, 
this would be transferred to the sewer 
foreman, bringing all pipe laying and 
trenches under one head. Mr. Topp 
also reported that he had placed G. II. 
Bryson, the recently appointed assist- 
ant city engineer, In charge of the out- 
side construction work, principally on 
pavement and other local improve- 
ments. 

Alderman Turner called attention to 
the fact that the engineer reported 
only having been given $64,000. What 
had become of the additional $10,000 
which It had later been decided to give 
him. He (Alderman Turner) had sug- 
gested $20,000, but that amount had 
been cut in half. 

Mayor Hall explained that when it 
was decided to raise the rate a mill 
and a half, the $10,000 item had been 
cut out, otherwise a larger rate in- 
crease would have been necessary. 
Never Hoard of It. 

Alderman Turner claimed he had 
never beard of this step, and when Ald- 
erman Henderson explained that it had 
been cut out and that to say that the 
city engineer must have this amount 
was foolish, as the city has no more 
funds and there Is no fund from which 
the $10,000 can be taken. A matters 
now stand there will probably be a, 
small deficit, and to make it up some 
appropriations not exhausted will 
probably have to be drawn upon. If 
there is only $4,000 left it would simply 
mean that the streets will have to re- 
main in bad shape until the new coun- 
cil can vote some funds. 

Still Alderman Turner was not satis- 
lied. Ho wanted to know by whoso 
authority the $10,000 hail been cut ont. 
If by the council, ho had not heard of 
it. If by Alderman Henderson, chair- 
man of the finance committee, because 
the latter thought funds might run 
short, then he desired to strenuously 
object. It looked as if not sufficient 
money could be obtained for the streets 
because the chairman of the nuance 
committeo says It must he cut out. 
Was He Absent? 

Alderman Mclveown attempted to 
persuade Alderman Turner that the 
latter had been absent from the meet- 
ing of the council when tho docking 
process was undertaken, but Alderman 
Turner declared that lio had missed 
but two meetings, one In August, when 
he was away on tho city's business, 
and again a week ago. The cutting 
must have been done at a finance 
committee meeting. 

Alderman Raymond pointed out that 
in the engineer's first estimate had 
been items for oiling streets and other 
items totalling about $3,000, which had 
not been spent, for thoso purposes, but 
the mayor explained that those were 
only estimates, and that tho money 
had been used for other purposes. 
"We'll have to see later on what we 
can do," said his worship, while Ald- 
erman Humber, who had apparently 
thoroughly enjoyixl the llttlo spat, bo- 
tween the two prospective mayoralty 
candidates, ended the argument with 
an audible "flto 'em." _ . 



SHOOTS HUNTER 




E, D, Allen Victim of Cowardly 
Huntsman— Injuries May 
Prove to Be Fatal 



Shot in the face and rendered totally 
blind, one eye being shattered while the 
other Is so' soriously Injured that he 
will be blind, if hi fact ho does not 
lose his life, E. 0. Allen, for several 
years employed as a clerk in the drug 
store of Cyrus II. Bowes, Government' 
street, now lies at St. Joseph's hospital 
hovering between life and death with 
the chance of his recovery so slim that 
little hope of saving his life Is enter- 
tained. The wound, a ghastly one, was 
Inflictod by a charge of shot fired pre- 
sumably by a hunter shooting in the 
immediate neighborhood of the spot 
whore Allen was injured, between the 
railway track and Soolte Lake near the 
summit. All day yesterday the provin- 
cial police wore busy Interrogating a 
number of hunters who loft the city on' 
Sunday morning on pleasure bent, and 
who left the E. and N. train near the 
summit for the day's sport. As a re- 
sult of these inquiries It was stated 
last evening that the party responsible 
for Allen's wounds lias been practi- 
cally discovered, but beyond giving out 
this Information the department would 
say nothing. 

"An Accident" 

While the shooting is believed to 
have been purely accidental, it is con- 
sidered inexplicable that the party fir- 
ing what may prove to have been a 
fatal shot should have Immediately do- 
camped despite the fact that Allen's 
loud cries for assistance must have 
been heard by him. This action has 
aroused Intense fooling anions local 
sportsmen, who characterize the cow- 
ardly action In strong terms. 

The shooting occurred shortly after 
1:30 o'clock. Allen, In company with 
Kdward North, after leaving the train, 
walked along the track for some dis- 
tance, when thoy separated, each to 
sot out on his own account. Allen was 
mot by several of the huntsmen, and 
some time before 1 o'clock hnd lunch 
with two huntsmen to whom he was not 
personally known. After lunch they 
separated and Allen proceeded on 
his way. He followed the trail 
while tho other two proceeded In 
the opposite direction. Allen a minute 
or two before he was shot had arrived 
at a clearing, and was in tho act of 
wiping his spectacles when he heard 
someone moving a short distance to the 
right. He had just replaced his spec- 
tacles when ho received the charge 
from a shotgun tired at close range. 
The shot toro awoj' a large portion of 
his nose and lodged in bis eyes, the 
pupil of one being shattered and the 
other' so badly injured that lie will lie 
totally blind. The injured man shrieked 
out In Ills agony and continued to shout. 
Cowardly Action 

He afterwards stated that In answer 
to his shouts he received no reply but 
he heard someone whistling as if to a 
dog, arid then there was silence. To- 
tally unable to see his way about, nnd 
Buffering intense pain, Allen lay on the 
ground for nearly two hours, when lie 
was discovered by W. Nourey and Ross 
Kelly, who were attracted to the spot 
by the shots which Allen fired from 
his rifle to attract attention, and by 
his shouts. Thoy picked him up and 
carried him some distance, when he 
asked to be allowed to walk, and with 
support ho tottered over a mile to the 
railway track; where about four hours 
later the southbound E. and N. train 
was boarded and Allen brought into the 
city. Word had in the meantime been 
sent into tho city, and Dr. George Hall 
met the train at Goldstrcam and gave 
the Injured man attention and on the ar- 
rival hero he was rushed to St. Jo- 
seph's hospital, where ho was immedi- 
ately operated upon. One eye ball was 
removed, and there is no hope of saving 
the other. .The bridge of the noso was 
carried away, while there are other, 
but not serious, wounds in the fore- 
head and scalp. 

Gross Carelessness 

Allen, when shot, was wearing a red 
cap and blue sweater, and bow any 
person In Ills senses could take him for 
a deer passes the comprehension of ex- 
pert hunters. In fact when be alighted 
from the train at the summit some of 
the other members of the party jocular- 
ly remarked that Allen, at least, was 
safe from being mistaken for a deer. 
On his way down on the train Allen 
endeavored to give n description of 
those hunters whom bo saw previously 
to the shooting, but he was so con- 
fused by pain and shock that be could 
not recall any of them beyond saying 
that a short time before be was shot 
ho met two men who had an Irish set- 
ter dog with them. 

Mr. Allen's home In on King's road. 
Ho is 3"i years of ago anil was married 
three years ago. He lias a host of 
friends In the city who will be shocked 
to liear cf Ills misfortune. 

Superintendent of Provincial Police 
Hussey stated Inst night that as a re- 
sult of the inquiry the name of the 
party who shot Alien is believed to 
have been ascertained, but until further 
Investigations have been made he re- 
fused to make It public.

Carlylo'a Home. 

One of the most interesting sights 
in London, a spot visited each year by 
many hundreds of American and Eng- 
lish citizens, is the little unpretentious 
house In which for so many years Car- 
lyle and his wife lived. The tran- 
quility of the Chelsea street In which 
it stands seems to suggest tlie seclu- 
sion in which the sage spent his life, 
and from which at Intervals he sent 
out those works which, in the rugged 
language of a ScotcJi peasant and a 
Teutonic philosopher, alternately 
lashed and scorned the overy-day 
world of men. The house remains 
down to the smallest details, as Cur- 
lyle himself left it on that chill Feb- 
ruary day when he closed his eyes 
upon a world which bad never but 
half understood him. There is his 
writing table, his Ink-stained pens, his 
plain chair, his clay pities. There too 
is the room where fur two hours he 
and Tennyson sat together without 
either of them uttering a word, at the 
end of which time Carlyle declared 
that he had had a delightful talk with 
"Alfred." There also are the. dining 
room and the table whence a fright- 
ened domestic was one day ordered to 
"remove these Stygian viands." The 
very barrenness of tlie rooms seems 
appropriate to what we know of the 
grim austerity of the "dour" Scotch- 
man who craved as his one comfort an 
undisturbed tranquility which In Lon- 
don he could never attain. The 
"sound-proof room," designed by Car- 
lyle himself, as also shown, a vvin- 
dowless apartment, into which It is to 
be feared the crowing of the much- 
hated cocks still penetrated to dis- 
turb ills meditations. • For his sake and 
that of his harassed wife, we may be 
thankful that he did not live to see 
the advent of the motor car. — The 
Catholic World. 

Most Intelligent Animal. 

"What animal has tile highest de- 
gree of Intel. I.gence?" was the ques- 
tion recently put to Dr. William T. 
Hornaday, the director of the New 
York Zoological Park. Without hesita- 
tion, he replied: — 

"The elephant, first of all, and then 
the orang-outang and his brother ape, 
the chimpanzee. An adult elephant 
soon 'perceives that it is folly to ob- 
strust the march of human events. In 
six months a wild elephant becomes a 
domestic animal. He will haul wood 
and do other work with all the steadi- 
ness of an ox or horse.

I should be afraid to say how many 
different things an elephant can learn 
to do one after another, either at com- 
mand, or out of his memory, with no 
word from his keeper — thirty, at least,

The asylums were 
often so badly managed that, the send- 
ing to them of loved ones was only to 
be thought of when it was impossible 
at any sacrifice to keep them at home. 
This lias been changed. Mental dis- 
ease can, It has been discovered, be 
cured in many eases and in others 
greatly helped by proper treatment. 
So far from being cruelly treated the 
patients receive, in the majority of 
institutions, the greatest, consider- 
ation and the services of the wisest 
physicians and the most devoted of 
nurses are procured for them, In 
consequence a far greater proportion 
of the Insane is sent to the hospitals 
than In past years.. And, as will be 
easily seen, a far more accurate re- 
cord of tlie number afflicted can lie 
kept than in former years. 

The researches of eminent men Into 
this most sad phase of life shows that 
"It Is the lowest and most Illiterate 
class that contributes the highest 
percentage to tlie insane asylums," 
and, contrary to the opinion generally 
held, the number among the most I 
highly civilized and purely American 
classes is comparatively small. 

In regard to crime the situation Is 
similar. Thousands of offences which 
in days when the population was more 
largely rural were not taken Into ac- 
count at all. are now recorded in tho 
annals of the pollcu courts. 'This Is

I haven't been," was 
the quick reply' .'But Chrlstabel (Miss 
Pankhurst) wants two hundred of us 
to turn nut on the twenty-ninth, and 
I shall not let that day pass without 
going to jail. Wouldn't ypu love to 
go to prison for our cause, Miss 
Shaw'.'" The gray-haired American 
suffragist looked her young friend 
squarely in tlie eye. ''My dear t wo- 
man,!', she said, "I would gladly be 
hanged if 1 though that the bringing 
about of my death in such a manner 
would cause women to be enfranchised. 
In fact, to achieve this end, I can 
think of no torture that I would not 
be willing to undergo. But I do 
not understand that it would give 
votes to women to bang me. And I 
must tell you frankly that I see no 
connection between going to jail for 
lighting a policeman and getting tlie 
ballot. Therefore, I must say to you: 
'No, I do not want to go to prison.' "

Motto of Laymen's Missionary 
Movement Discussed at 
Conference Here 



SPEAKERS FROM EAST 

HEARD BY MANY 



Sessions of United Churches 
Continue in This City 
Today 



That tile light for t lie world's peace 
in tin- days that tire to come will be 
between the Christians who push for- 
ward the civilizing inlluences of Chris- 
tianity among the teeming millions of 
China and the militarism and mater- 
ialism of Japan was the keynote of an 
address on "The Eastern Question" at 
the banquet tendered the delegates to 
the Laymen's Missionary .Movement 
last night at the Broad street hall by 
Rev. Mr. Bond, of Halifax, who two 
years and two weeks ago sailed from 
Victoria with a hand of missionaries 
10 spend eight and a half months in 
Szechuan, China, two months in Ja- 
pan and thence visit missions of the 
Orient on his way via the Straits Set- 
tlements, India and the Suez to South- 
ampton and Halifax. 

He said there were S00 millions still 
unevangellzed in the east, where the 
bulk of those not reached by the Gos- 
pel were. The far eastern question in 
which was wrapt the question of 
evangelizing these millions was the 
question of the twentieth century, 
touching this country more than any 
other. He sketched the progress, of 
Japan during the past forty years, of 
the adoption by Japan of western 
learning so enthusiastically that Japan 
was In the van. foremost in shipbuild- 
ing, engineering, education, medicine, 
militarism, etc. 

Japan is determined to secure the 
mastery of the Pacific anil in the 
opinion of the speaker would do so. 
He sketched the growth of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha line, telling how it had 
forced the P. & O, line from the east- 
ern coasting trade, and Americun 
shipping from the Pacific, and said 
that this company was bound in a few 
years to be the most powerful steam- 
ship company in the whole world. He 
had been permitted to look behind the 
curtain and see many developments of 
Japan, which although it had consti- 
tutional government was sufficiently 
an uutocracy to have all its industries, 
etc., made to 'bow to the Imperialistic 
progress the country had marked out 
for itself. 

Growth of Militarism 

Those who read the newspapers and 
magazines were apprised of the tre- 
mendous growth of militarism in Ja- 
pan, Which greatly excelled that |6f 
Germany. The army sent into the 
field In Manchuria was composed of 
practically "human bullets," and the 
greatest braggart nation in the world 
had been humiliated by a nation of 
pygmies with this army. In Japan 
there were fifty millions of people, and 
of these half of one per cent were 
nominally Christian, the other 99% 
and more were non-Christian, and the 
trend of the thinking Japanese and of 
the upper classes was utterly irrelig- 
ious and materialistic, almost nutl- 
Ohrlstian. How perfect Is Japan's 
army is known. It leads the world in 
militarism. 

With all Japan's progress the life of 
the people of the interior is not yet 
as advanced as would be wished. Ja- 
pan is ambitious. Baron ICato, in a 
recent article told how Japan aspired 
to the leadership In the Pacific. 

"She's going to obtain that leader- 
ship," said the speaker, dramatically 
lowering his voice, "if she can." 

He went on to speak of the 437 mil- 
lions In China, and of how superior 
the inhabitants of China were to the 
Japanese. Japan hud borrowed Its 
literature, though, the very characters 
In which its classics were written, from 
the Chinese, a nation with a history 
of 4,000 years, which was a nation 
when Moses led the Children of Israel 
•from Egypt. U hail held together as 
a united nation through the centuries 
since then, and its resources were 
greater than those of any nation. 
Shensl held coal to last the world for 
a thousand years, and there were great 
mines untouched. on the Ya.ngtzsc 
near 'Hankow a coal mine was today 
producing from 1,000 to 1,2000 tons of 
coal a dav. and nearby an iron mine 
was turning out 400 tons of iron a day, 
a surface mine which could produce 
a million tons per annum for a hun- 
dred years, and the coal mines could 
put nut a million tons a year 
for fifty years. All over the 
country there were indications 
of the immense resources. China 
had existed by its agriculture alone 
through the centuries, an example of 
its potentialities in this respect. 
There the farmer stood first in the 
scale and the soldier last. Japan 
puts the soldier lirst and the trader 
last. 

Napoleon's Words 

The speaker recalled what Napoleon 
had said of China: ''There Bleeps a 
giant; let him sleep." A Chinese 
clergyman speaking here recently had 
said: "You are waking iifl up;' and 
you'll be sorry if you do." For good 
or evil, though, China was awake. The 
awakening came with the Boxer 
riots, that awful spasm of Ignorant 
but perfeetfully natural patriotism. 
China found then the foreigner 
couldn't be driven out thus, and that 
the foreigners' methods of warfare 
and education were worth learning. 
The greatest revolution in the world 
•followed. China turned right around, 
'['lie changed educational methods were 
revolutionary. China then said "Give 
us hooks, teachers, engineers, and the 
modern appliances that have made 
the west great and powerful. This 
was the opportunity for the mission- 
aries and for the spread of the 
gospel. 

The speaker recalled the words of 
Sir Robert Hart to the effect that the 
Chinese were peculiarly a pence-lov- 
ing people, and that the day would 
com. when China would be able to 
dictate peace to the world, throwing 
h'er force always on the side of the 
attacked nation. This would make 
war Impossible and bring on the 
millennium. 

The great Struggle, he said, would 
be between tin.- militarism and 
materialism as represented by; Japan's 
Sinister Influence over China and In- 



dia, and the influence of the gospel of 
Jesus Christ poured Into the Oriental 
countries by the missionaries. He re- 
called the. German Emperor's paint- 
ing representing the yellow peril. 
There was Indeed a yellow peril, a. 
small cloud it was at present, but from 
the other side of ' the Pacific the 
lightnings might roar and the Impact 
on civilization would be great; unless 
the people were alive to their duty an 
Christians. It was left to them, 
Which should conquer In the Orient — 
militarism or peace. ; 

Businosa Man's Standpoint 

The first speaker or the evening 
called upon by Chairman C. C. Mich- 
oner was 1 Mr. T. F. Halrlson, of 
Kingston, Out., who spoke of the 
movement from the standpoint of the 
business man. After referring to 
their motto, "The World For Christ 
in This Generation," he referred to 
the fact that the movement was one 
of awukening within the church. The 
laymen were no longer going to Icavo 
church work to the ministers, the 
women and the children. The move- 
ment hud Its inception at a prayer 
meeting, and it was a movement of 
prayer. It stood for union, not per- 
haps an organic union, but showing 
unanimity or spirit. It would be 
marked by growth in the church and 
by an increase ot power. Business 
methods would be introduced into 
church work. Business and affairs 
generally had steadily progressed 
throughout the decades, but the 
church had not been progressive, it 
had been almost retrogressive. 

W. T. Gunn, of Toronto, secretary 
of the Congregational Union, and of 
the Congregational Missionary So- 
ciety, gave a talk on "Home .Mis- 
sions." He sketched the extent of 
Canada, and gave an idea of its re- 
sources as compared with the extent 
and resources of Europe. It was 
computed that the iirst ton years of 
tills century when completed would 
see an influx of nearly two million 
and a half immigrants into the Do- 
minion. Tile first ten years of the 
last century when tile United States 
had a population of about Hie same 
us Canada today, had only seen an 
immigration of about 70,000 into that 
country. How was Canada to grap- 
ple witli the problems brought about 
through this unprecedented influx'? 
Canada's Problem 

Canada had had 100 years of peace. 
She had had none of the tribulations 
or privations which were necessary to 
purge and purify her. Yet the down- 
fall of other empires and countries 
had not been brought about by 
poverty, or hardships or tribulation, 
but through prosperity. How was 
Canada going to solve the problem. 
Let the surplus wealth of Canada be 
devoted to evangelising the world was 
the solution suggested by the speaker. 

The banquet was largely attended 
over two hundred people sitting down 
to the tables. C. C. Michener was 
chairman, and lie Introduced the 
speakers in appropriate terms. The 
Rev. Canon Tucker delivered an elo- 
quent address upon "The Opportun- 
ity Abroad." 

Today the sessions will be con- 
tinued by a conference upon missions 
in the Broad street hall, this morning 
and afternoon.

The prov- 
ince would purchase the property from 
the Indians at fair and reasonable 
price. Could not the Dominion Gov- 
ernment have done the same any time 
dining these past years? What was 
.Mr. Pedley doing out here? What bail 
Mr. Templemun told the Victoria West 



(doctors in that very hall. There was 
no use for anyone In Victoria to try 
and throw the blame on the provincial 
government. The provincial govern- 
ment was powerless to effect a settle- 
ment. 

Mr. Drury bad said that a definite 
offer must be made to the Indians.. '. le 
apparently was of opinion that the of- 
fer made by the Dominion Government 
was not a definite one. The Indian 
act was an act of the Dominion gov- 
ernment, and until it was amended the 
Indians would not voluntarily give up 
the land. In the Indian act there were 
two clauses which were blocking the 
settlement. The Indian land could not 
be sold until the sale was approved by 
more than half of the band at a. public 
meeting at which the superintendent 
must be present. The Indians could 
only get half of the proceeds of the 
sale. Tin; balance of the money de- 
rived must be funded for their benefit. 
The Indians considered that if the pro- 
ceeds of the sale were going to he 
funded they would derive very little 
benefit from them. 

Then Mr. Drury said that if the In- 
dians refused this settlement they 
should be enfranchised and their prop- 
erty assessed for taxes. But before 
this could be done it would be neces- 
sary to amend the Indian act. So; the 
policy of Mr. Oliver, advocated by Mr. 
Drury, did not point to a speedy settle- 
ment of the Songhees reserve question, 

Court of Appeal • 
Then .Mr. Drury had criticised 
the court of appeal because the 
act appointed it had called lor Its sit- 
ting alternately in Victoria and Van- 
couver. The act which had arranged 
for this was puscd in 18'jy, at a lime 
when Joseph .Martin was attorney-gen- 
eral of the province. This fact illus- 
trated what reliance could be placed 
in the Liberal criticism. 

II. B. Thomson, in his opening re- 
marks, alluded to the argument which 
had been brought forward that 'Mr. 
McBride could have remained in office 
for another year without bringing for- 
ward I113 rsiiv.-iy policy at this time 
and going to the country. This was 
true. But the Premier had seen pros- 
perity ahead. ■ He had come to tin; 
conclusion Unit it was only fair and 
right to put this railway proposition 
before the. people. Anyone in this c!t> 
who had Its interests "at heart would 
realize what this policy of development 
meant to Victoria. An evidence of the 
future prosperity was forthcoming in 
the number of new banks which hud 
decided to locate here. They had real- 
ized that Victoria was going to grow 
fast, and would soon be a big city, full 
of business opportunities. 

Mr. Thomson dealt briefly with the 
Indian reserve question. He told of 
how the Hon. William Templeman, in 
the last Dominion election campaign, 
had told at a meeting at Spring Ridge 
that on the following evening lie would 
explain his whole scheme of settling 
that question at a meeting he was go- 
ing to address in Victoria West. Well, 
he had gone to Victoria West, and the 
only thing he had told the people was 
that if he had only thought of it tiie 
session . before he could have brought 
In an act which would have speedily 
settled the question. Mr. Drury was a 
disciple of Mr. Templeman's. Mr. 
Drury had now proposed a bright 
scheme for effecting tin' settlement. 
Mr. Templeman seemed to regard 
voters as belonging to a peculiar class. 
As editor of the Victoria Times he had 
spoken of them as follows: "The aver- 
age voter is the reverse of pervious, as 



touching his skull. He must be ap- 
proached from other directions. Tile 
methods of the 'buncosteeror' must be 
practised upon him. He must be ca- 
joled into giv ing bis political support." 
Mr. Drury was evidently following 
along these lines of reasoning. lie 
was simply handing the electorate gold 
bricks. 

The Opposition speakers were es- 
chewing the railway policy of their 
leader, Mr. t diver. Their whole policy 
wits one of petty criticisms, and empty 
premises. In conclusion, .Mr. Thom- 
son said that he was sure the citizens 
of Victoria were going to stand for 
progress and not vote lor stagnation. 

In answer to a question from a So- 
cialist In [lie audience as to whether 
he had voted for a number id' bills 
which had come before the last house, 
Mr. Thomson said that at the last elec- 
tion the Socialists had had a candidate 
in the Held, lie Mr. Thomson had been 
elected, and in the house his actions 
had been dictated by the fa,ct that he 
represented the majority of the voters 
in Victoria, and this majority was not 
Socialistic. 

F. Davey. 

F. Davey said that the Opposition 
seemed inclined to make capital by In- 
dulging in personalities. Selfish and 
Irresponsible arguments had been 
brought forward by .Mr. Drury. tie 
wanted a normal school established 
here. But other points in tile pro- 
vince might claim a normal school on 
exactly the same grounds. 

The benefits of supporting the Mc- 
Bride railway policy should he appar- 
ent to everyone. The construction of 
the Victoria and Barkley Sound rail- 
road was of peculiar interest to Vic- 
toria, one (jf tin- important factors in 
the upbuilding of Great) Britain was 
the great iron and steel industry which 
had been brought to such great pro- 
portions there. Conditions on Vancou- 
ver Island were similar to those In Eng- 
land, all that was wanted was railway 
| development. 

I Before concluding, Mr. Davey drew 
I attention to legislation for working 
I men which had been passed by the. last 
legislature. He enumerated the fac- 
tory act. the limiting work In smelters 
j to eight hour u day; regulation of the 
speed of lifting cages in mines; the 
law dealing with automatic safety 
clutches; and the fact that the govern- 
ment had given JIM, 000 to provide free 
text- books for children In schools. 

W. Blnkempre also addressed tho 
meeting, dealing entirely with the gov- 
ernment's railway policy. 

The meeting came to a conclusion 
with three cheers for the King. 



NORTH BEND, B.C., Nov. 10.— 
Premier McBride today addressed 
meetings In west Yale, speaking at 
Ashcroft and North Bend, and In both 
places he was warmly received by 
representative audiences. The rail- 
road policy was favorably commented 
on, and the Premier seems certain of 
election in this riding. 

Speaking of the defection of Messrs. 
Tatlow and Fulton and the position of 
Sir Hlbbert Tapper, the Premier de- 
clared that British Columbia had 
(lourished long before Sir Hlbbert 
Tupper came here, and would flourish 
long after he had gone. He left the 
people of the province to deal with 
him, 

The Premier classed Mr. Oliver's 
policy as arrant foolishness, anil said 
that the- Great Northern, Can L'l'an 
Northern and C.P.R, have found the 
Hope mountain route Impracticable, yet 
Mr. Oliver wanted the government to 
build a road over that toboggan slide 
■i the teeth of the policy laid down by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler, who said that gov- 
ernment-owned railroads were not 
sound business.

Both tho 
municipalities of North and South Sann- 
ich have, by making a close season, 
driven the hunters Into tho Esquimau 
district, and on .Sunday lust no less 
than seventy-five guns were seen at 
Lnngford station and farmers and oth- 
ers in the district have noticed a sig- 
nificant depletion in the game and had 
advocated a close season for three years 
if not for live. 

Big Surpluses 

Mr. Helincken dwell on tho good busi- 
ness management shown by the Mc- 
Bride government, pointing to the large 
annual purjpIusBes and contrasting them 
with the previous ' years' deficits. The 
present government has shown Itself to 
bo thoroughly alive to the urgent de- 
mands for development by road tind 
trail construction and encouragement 
had been given to those settlers who 
had tho courage to do tho hard pioneer 
work In almost Inaccessible places. Cap- 
ital is being made against the govern- 
ment by reason of the facl of the with- 
drawal of two prominent members of 
the late cabinet who, however, differed 
only in degree with Promier McBride 
in' regards to the amount of assistance 
to be given railways but who, in other 
regards, have declared themselves to be 
In the very heartiest accord with tho 
government. It would be ;t great nils- 
fortune if the Conservative candidate, 
who is In entire accord with the Mc 
Bride government, were not returned 
on I be 25th. But Mr. Helincken had no 
doubt of the result. [le was certain he 
would be elected by a substantial ma- 
jority. He* reminded the electors that 
it Is also up to them to decide on tho 
question of local option. The govern- 
ment has promised that if fifty per cent 
of the total vote polled Is in favor of 
the idea, legislation would be Intro- 
duced to give effect to the wishes of 
the people. Accordingly the electors 
must remember that they really have 
two votes to poll, one for representa- 
tives and one on the local option ques- 
tion. 

Educational Matters 

Touching on matters educational, Mr. 
Helincken pointed out that while Brit- 
ish Columbia enjoys free education vet 
it is regrettable that In years gone 
by, and now, parents have to send their 
children away to tho States or to 
Eastern Canada In order that they may 
secure advantage of the higher 
branches of education. The speaker 
had always taken a deep interest in 
the university question. The site for 
tin.' proposed university for the prov- 
ince was to be decided by a commis- 
sion of eastern university experts. 
The choice would undoubtedly be either 
on the Cadboro Bay side of Victoria 
or on the Esqulmalt side. He would 
do his utmost to see that the univer- 
sity is located in this section of the 
province. 

in conclusion Mr. Helincken called 
upon the electors to stand by the Mc- 
Bride government which has proved It- 
self to be for progress and prosperity 
and the defeat of which, at this time 
when the province is feeling tile ef- 
fects of the' good government of the 
past few years, might well be a set- 
back which would require years to 
overcome. On concluding, Mr. Helm- 
cken was repeatedly cheered and the 
meeting ended witli cheers for Premier 
McBride and Mr. Helincken, nnd the 
singing of the National Anthem.

REFORM IN INDIA 

EFFECTIVE TODAY 



Marks New Epoch in History of Brit- 
ish Rule — Gives Colony Embryo 
'Constitution. 



SIMLA. India. Nov. 15.— The plan 
for the reform of the British adminis- 
tration of India, which was outlined 
by Lord Morley, secretary of stato for 
India, in the House of Lords lust De- 
cember, and which Is designed to g've 
India an embryo constitution admit- 
ting the natives to an Independent 
share in the legislation of the coun- 
try, came into effect today. Thus be- 
gins a new and striking epoch In the 
history of British rule in India. For 
more than throe years the Imperial 
government and tho Indian adminis- 
tration have wrestled with the details 
of the plan recently consummated. 
Under the programme adopted till re- 
ligious and special interests may elect 
representatives to the viceroy's and 
provincial councils, but In view of re- 
cent anarchistic outbreaks a safeguard 
is provided in a qualification which 
empowers the Imperial and Provincial 
governments to declare ineligible those 
persons whose election is considered 
contrary to public Interests. The 
Viceroys council in tile future wilj 
have 370 members instead of 12G as 
formerly, of whom a total of 135 will 
be elected as against .'ill elected here- 
tofore. The function of the council 
will be considerably enlarged and It 
will be enabled to take an active part 
in the making of the hudget and all 
legislation. The new councils will as- 
semble in January.

British Yards Have Much Moro Ton- 
nage Under Construction This 
Year Than Last 

The increase in the amount of mer- 
cantile tonnage under construction in 
the United Kingdom— at present ap- 
proximately 77:>,00() gross tons three 
months ago— is likely to be more than 
maintained during the last three 
months of this year; and it is not Im- 
probable 'that at the end of 190S> 
something like 8^0.000 or .S25.000 tons 
will be under construction, judging 
by Lhe number- of orders placed dur- 
ing the last few weeks. The. number 
of warships at present building in 
private yards — 48, representing a dis- 
placement of 1 Tel, 000 tons— is also 
likely to be augmented before the end 
Of tile year, thanks to the orders for 
the 20 new destroyers recently placed 
by the British admiralty, which have 
not yet beet! laid down. 

Inquiries for new merchant steam- 
ers continue fairly plentiful. The 
Bahiit state government, it is under- 
stood, have obtained from the Federal 
government, by a contract signed in 
January last, a subsidy for the pur- 
pose of January last, a subsidy for the 
purpose of augmenting the coastal 
service from Labia by three more 
steamers. The vessels are to have 
accommodation for 30 lirst-class and 
lliO third-class passengers, and Bri- 
tish builders are expecting to compete 
lor their construction. Among other 
developments, the Gompagnie Gener- 
ale Transatlantique have decided to 
Increase their steamship service be- 
tween Bordeaux and the Mediter- 
ranean from three departures a month 
to one a week, and It is understood 
that the company are requiring more 
tonnage for this and their other ser- 
vices. The Campagnle Transatlanti- 
nue placed an order some two or three 
weeks ago with Messrs. Swan. Hunter, 
and Wigham Richardson, Walker, for 
a. line twin-screw passenger and emi- 
grant steamer of 10 knots* speed. 

The latest official statement by Mr. 
McKenna in regard to the four "con- 
tingent Dreadnought" battleships and 
cruisers, to be laid down in 1910-11, Is 
that the cost of preparing and col- 
lecting material for them will be met 
out of the revenue of the year 1H09-10. 
This will doubtless mean a large sup- 
plementary estimate, In view of the 
ordnance and armour contracts con- 
nected with the ships. The Invitations 
to tender for the vessels, it is be- 
lieved, have now been issued, hut this 
statement must bo taken with some 
reserve, although builders have been 
expecting them for some days. All the 
firms who competed for the Colossus 
and Hercules have, it is said, been 
asked to tender, and, in addition, the 
Thames Iron Works Company. Two 
of the vessels, it is understood, will 
he armoured cruisers like the supor- 
Invlnclble to he laid down at Devon- 
port, the other two being battleships 
of greater aisplacerhent and offensive 
power than the three "definite" ships 
of the programme.

This 
tends further to confirm the report 
that the vessels will he duplicates of 
the Princess Victoria, as the dimen- 
sions stated are those of the three- 
funnel liner of the C. P. li. company, 
which has been In service for six years 
with such excellent results. One re- 
port says turbine engines will be used 
The cargo capacity of the steamers 
will be 610 tons. The Grand Trunk 
liners will be equipped with Marconi 
wireless telegraphic apparatus, and the 
furnishings and Interior fittings will 
he like those of the C. P. R. liners. 
The steamers will run from Victoria, 
Vancouver, and Seattle to Prince Ru- 
pert. They will dock at the wharf to 
be built by the railroad company ad- 
joining the old customs house build- 
ing. Both vessels, each of which is to 
cost $600,000, are to be completed in 
April, and will arrive here in July, to 
be used next summer. 

The fact that one of the new steam- 
ers of the Grand Trunk Pacific com- 
pany is to be christened the Prince 
Rupert will recall the fact that a last 
sidewheel passenger steamer of the 
same name which piled between St. 
John, New Brunswick, and Dlgby, 
Nova Scotia, a run of forty-five miles, 
was started for Victoria about a quar- 
ter of a century ago, by the C. I'. P. 
company, many years before the com- 
pany acquired the steamers of the C. P. 
N. company. The Prince Rupert was 
started from St. John, and was re- 
called owing to agitation to that end 
started by the board of trade.

The British steamer Belle of Spain, 
('apt. .Minister, reached port on Sun- 
day from Sydney, Cape Breton, with a 
cargo of steel rails consigned by the 
Dominion Steel company to the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railroad company at 
Prince Rupert. The Belle of Spain 
was short of coal and went to Nanai- 
mo to replenish her bunkers, leaving 
the coal port yesterday afternoon for 
Prince Rupert. The steamer is the 
third freighter to bring rails for the 
northern port. She hud a rough trip, 
and was obliged to call at Philadelphia 
and San Lucia. She left the Pennsyl- 
vania port on August 11 and met with 
heavy weather in the; Atlantic. With 
stanchions 'bent and steering gear 
damaged a call was made at San Lucia 
for repairs. This port was left on 
September 10 and thence the vessel 
had an uneventful run until after pass- 
ing the latitude of San Francisco when 
heavy gales were encountered. 



SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 15— The 
barkentlne Retriever Is In port, almost 
a wreck, with half of her cargo of lum- 
ber gone as a result of the buffeting 
received during the storms of the past 
few days. Leaving Port Ludlow with 
lumber for Sun Francisco on Novem- 
ber 5 the Retriever ran Into a heavy 
gale two clays later off Capo Flattery, 
and for eleven hours was on her beam 
ends at the mercy of the winds and 
heavy seas. The chains which held her 
deck cargo of lumber were broken and 
50,000 feet <j£ lumber was swept away 
by the tremendous seas. The gale In- 
creased to a hurricane on November 9. 
The cabin and galley were Hooded, and 
for the following two days the crew 
ate uncooked food. The storm had 
nearly spent Its fury when Capt. Dent 
was struck by a wave, hurled from the 
wheel against tin? rail and two of his 
libs were broken and bis shoulder 
badly bruised. Capt. Dent reported to- 
day that he sailed for a number of 
hours through pine lumber, presumably 
the deckload of some vessel. 

He reported that on the night of 
November 11 an earthquake was felt 
which caused a heavy commotion in 
the waves.

THE CHARTER MARKET 

Grain Chartering Continues Dull With 
an Ample Supply of Tonnage 
Offering 

Grain chartering continues dull. The 
movement of wheat to tidewater at 
Portland and on the Sound has been 
slow, but according to late reports if 
the movement from east of the moun- 
tains proves as heavy as Is anticipated 
some new fixtures are expected in' the 
near future, says the San Francisco 
Commercial News in its, weekly review 
of the charter market. 'There are still 
n number of idle sailing vessels on the 
.Sound for which, as far as is known, 
no negotiations for fixture have been 
forthcoming from the shippers during 
the past month. At Fortland also the 
supply of idle tonnage is amide for all 
Immediate needs. As a consequence 
there is little likelihood of any im- 
provement In rates, although there Is 
us little likelihood of any decline. 

Lumber chartering is also quiet, with 
practically no change In rates either 
offshore or coastwise. 

Offshore lumber rates are, quoted as 
follows: Lumber from Puget Bound 
or British Columbia to Sydney, 31s 3d 
(S33s 9d; to Melbourne or Adelaide, 36s

In speaking of the general tone of 
the freight market, London Fairplay 
says: The freight market continues 
steady all round, while many of the 
fixtures reported since the lust report 
show a further Improvement in rates. 
Whether theso rates will be maintained 
it is difficult to forecast as special rates 
are frequently paid for special posi- 
tions; however, the fact remains that 
more money has had to be paid to cover 
October-November requirements, and 
we can only hope that as time goes on 
shippers and charterers will find that 
tonnage Is not in over-supply for later 
loading. In regard to this point pros- 
pects are certainly a little more en- 
couraging, for the long voyage trades 
nre certainly looking up, and It Is these 
trades that assist most In absorbing 
tonnage, for the longer the voyage 
relatively the more tonnage Is taken off 
the market. As an instance of this, 
take the new trade In beans from 
Vladivostok. A large business has been 
done this year, and even now tonnage 
is in strong demand at, we bellow, the 
highest rates yet paid, wiille this in- 
quiry Is not confined to October, No- 
vember and December loading, but busi- 
ness can be done for January, Febru- 
ary and March. Aguin, prospects from 
Australia are looking bright, for It Is 
reported thnt 80s 3d has been paid for 
wheat to 1'. K. Cent, for January load- 
ing, whereas L'Os was accepted about 
tills lime last year. There Is a good 
Inquiry for tonnage from the 'North and 
■South Pacific directions. In fact, it 
may be said that the homeward trades 
are looking decidedly better.

JAPAN TO PROTECT 

WH ALING INDUSTRY 

Steamers Engaged to Be Limited to 
Thirty and Closed Season 
Arranged 

According to advices brought by Llie 
steamer Aki Maru which reached port 
yesterday morning from the Orient the 
Japanese government has begun the 
protection of whales, and the steamers 
employed hereafter will be limited to 
thirty. Tho regulations for protecting 
whales came Into force on November 
1st. The order published by the Japa- 
nese department of agriculture and com- 
merce says the number of tho whal- 
ing vessels Is to bo limited to thirty. 
Persons desiring to engage In the whal- 
ing business must apply to the minis- 
ter of agriculture and commerce for 
charter' per -vessel. The charter holds 
good for"tivo years. The government 
reserves the right In prohibit or re- 
strict the. whaling business in regard to 
the species of whales, the period of fish- 
ing season, and area or the Ashing 
ground and the number of vessels Used. 
The contravention of the order sub- 
jects offenders to tho penalty of a flhes 
not exceeding Y. 100 (foOO) with the 
confiscation of tho (lslilng apparatuses 
unci whales caught. Tho order comes 
Into force on and after November 1st. 
The whalers actuully engaged In the 
business prior to the promulgation of 
tho order itre, however, permitted to 
carry , on their business until January 
31st. 1010, with conforming to tho re- 
quirements of tho new regulations.

American Federation Adopts Sugges- 
tion Today — Mitchell on Labor 
Movement and the Saloon. 

TORONTO, Nov. 15. — "I am willing 
to predict now that If the wugo cam- 
era of the world were- given a good 
honest day's pay for eight hours' work, 
the liquor evil would not he so pro- 
nounced as It 1m today," said John Mit- 
chell, second vice-president of tft< Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor in addressing 
a meeting held in the Interest of tem- 
perance In Massey Hall yesterday. "So 
far as labor movement advances,*' he 
continued, "the moral, physical and in- 
tellectual development of people, ii i> 
entitled to the supporl of all good na n 
] ask you to judge the labor movement 
by the good It has done, rail the nils- 
takes It lias made. ISvery scandal, tew 
ns they have been, in organized labor, 
can be traced back to some connection 
with a saloon." 

A resolution favoring the organization 
of farm laborers Introduced by the fed- 
eration of Fort Wayne, Ind.. was passed. 



The resolution was brought forwurd In 
view especially of the conditions among 
the col ton workers Of Texas and the 
fruit farm laborers of the Pacific slope. 
There was another warm discussion over 
it but it was finally carried h> an over- 
whelming vote. The question of Asia- 
tie labor which threatened to come up 
in connection with the resolution and 
cause a good ileal of trouble was shelved 
by the president, who adroitly steered 
convention out of what seemed to be a 



That not lie but the city will do the 
paying of any damage done by thu 
freezing of the water pipe leading from 
the city main to the meter, is the an- 
swer which Thornton Fell has made to 
the demand of the- city that, as on two 
previous occasions the service pipe 
loading to Mr Fell's premises had 
frozen, any 'damage which may result 
hereafter from a similar causo will 
be charged to him.

He point- 
ed out that the service pipe from the 
main to the street line where the meter 
is Installed belongs to the city, and 
must bo maintained by the corporation. 
When the meter was installed, the 
pipe was raised nearer the surface, 
and if. in consequence v>f cold weather, 
the pipe freezes and bursts it is up to 
tile city, and any damage clone his pro- 
perly will have to be paid by the city. 
Mr. Fell serves formal notice to that 
effect, and now his defy will he con- 
sidered by the writer commissioner 
and the city solicitor. 

Another Grievance. 

W. .i. Banna too lias a grievance. In 
tlu> laying of a cement walk alonglde 
his property at the corner of Vancou- 
ver and Johnson streets, the city work- 
men have cut away a number of ma- 
ples, air. Hanna last week trimmed 
the trees, and the other clay, when talc- 
ing ii friend to view tile premises he 
was horrified to find the trees cut 
down. The trees stood eleven feet 
from the fence line, and in- can see no 
reason why the sidewalk could not lie 
laid between the fence line and Oc- 
trees. Mr. llanna claims the trees cut 
down were worth $500, which lie wants 
the city to make good. 

Alderman Stewart stated that the 
trees wore in the way of the new side- 
walk, and in fact Mr. llanna had cut 
down trees on his own property and 
two on the street. The council had de- 
cided that the sidewalk should he run 
four feet from the fence line, but 
along the proper street line, and the 
engineer had been so instructed. It 
was no fault of that otllclal, who only 
did as he was Instructed. The majority 
of the owners wanted the walk out 
four feet, as on the other side of the 
street. 

An Old Topic. 

Once again the question of the lease 
between the c ity and the Taylor Mill 
Company of tin- waterfront lot at the 
foot of Queen' avenue, came up for 
consideration, when a communication 
from Messrs. Fell and Gregory, solicit- 
ors for. the company, was received, cle- 
imanding that the city execute the 
lease which in October, 1007, was for- 
warded to the city by virtue of an 
agreement entered into between the 
two parties, but the city refused to 
execute the lease, and now the com- 
pany threatens to bring action for 
specific performance of the contract 
and for damages. 

Alderman I l umber produced a copy 
of an agreement made in the time of 
Mavor Be van, whereby the city 
agreed to execute the lease. lie want- 
ed to know why the lease had not been 
executed. Did the city intend to re- 
pudiate its agreement? 

Mayor Hall explained that at that 
time the city had not secured title to 
the lot. Subsequently the company, 
Instead of applying to the Dominion 
government for title, joined in with 
the city and the latter applied and was 
given title; but it subsequently de- 
veloped that the provincial government 
had certain rights which it refused to 
give over to the city, and consequently 
the city was in no position to carry 
out its' agreement and execute the 
lease. The company wanted right 
which the city docs not possess. 

The communication will he referred 
to the city solicitor and city barrister, 
as will also be a similar one from 
Lemon and Gonnasson, who are In the

Survivors Were Rescued From 
Sharks After La Seyne Was 
Sunk by Steamer Onda 



SINGAPORE, Nov. 15.— The mail 
steamer La Seyne, of the Mcssageries 
Marltlmes service, running between 
Java and Singapore, and on her way to 
this port, collided early yesterday 
morning witli the steamer Onda, of 
j tho British India line, and sank two 
minutes later. 

Several European passengers, In- 
cluding Baron and Baroness Benlczki, 
the captain of La Seyne, live European 
officers, and 88 others, comprising na- 
J tive passengers and members of the 
| crew, were drowned. Tho rescue of til 
persons, practically from tint jaw of 
I shoals of sharks, formed a thrilling in- 
] cldent of the wreck. 

The accident occurred in a thick 
haze at four o'clock in the morning. 
The vessels were steaming at good 
speed and La Seyne was cut almost in 
two. There was no time for panic, nor 
for any attempt for the officers to get 
out the boats. A majority of those on 
board were caught in their berths and 
carried down with the vessel. 

Tho force of the collision brought 
the Onda almost to a dead stop. En- 
gines were at once slowed and boats 
were lowered. The rescue work prov- 
ed thrilling, for not only were the res- 
cuing parties impeded by the darkness 
but shoals of sharks were already at- 
tacking those clinging to pieces of 
wreckage. 

Sixty-one persons from the ill-fated 
vessel finally were dragged into tho 
boats and brought by the Onda to this 
port. Many had been bitten by 
sharks, several being severely injured. 

Tile sunken French steamer is an 
old vessel, built nt the port in Franco 
after which she .is named, 39 years 
ago. She was formerly, the Etoile du 
Chill, before being used by the Mcs- 
sageries Muritimcs in the -Java-Singa- 
pore service. She was an Iron screw 
steamer, bark rigged, of 2,37'.! tons 
grossi, 1,142 tons net, and was 312 feet 
long, 38 feet beam, and 29.7 feet deep. 

The British steamer Onda is one of 
the well-known liners of the Glasgow 
company, a large Vessel, of a, 2-17 tons 
gross register. 3,410 tons net, built by 
A. J. Inglls and Co., of Glasgow, in 
| 1S95 for the British India Steamship 
line. She- is 410 feet long, 50.7 feet, 
beam, and 2!) feet deep.

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.— The upturn 
in tho prices of stocks in today's mar- 
ket found its incentive in the grreatly 
strengthened position of the banks dis- 
closed by the bank statement on Sat- 
urday nntl In rumors of a coming cop- 
per combination embracing the most of 
Hie world's producers and sellers. The 
action of the copper property securities 
was in Itself strongly confirmatory of 
these rumors, and the continuance of 
confidence among the leading Interests 
concerned pointed to tho same conclu- 
sion. No detailed Information could 
be obtained of the plan In contempla- 
tion, hut that It looked to some such 
organization as was Involved in the 
U. S. Steel formation by an exchange 
aimed to bring within its scope the 
greatest foreign copper producers, as 
i\ ell as those In the United States, 
was the current assumption. Tho 
aims of the new combination were sup- 
posed to include a centralized control 
of the sale of copper, some restriction 
on production and an Increase In price, 
which, It was asserted, would he mod- 
erate and coupled with restraint on the 
advancing as well as declining tenden- 
cy of the price. 

The leadership of the market swung 
Into the copper industrials, and there 
were excited speculations in them, not 
only on the stock exchange, but In out - 
side markets. The general market WJ 
not at first inclined to follow 
movement In the coppers with 
enthusiasm. The day's market 
fact, was spotty throughout. 
Gould stocks were conspicuous as a 
group, and conjecture continued busy 
over the Missouri Pacific financial 
situation, which was reported Lo con- 
template a mortgage bond with a con- 
vertible feature and possibly a sub- 
scription privilege for stockholders. 

Sentiment was more tranquil over 
the money position, but there remained 
a conservative feeling in favor of mod- 
eration In the speculation pending the 
working out of the ear-end necessities. 
There is no fear that money supplies 
will be lacking for commercial pur- 
poses, and hopes are indulged that the 
speculative position also will be safe- 
guarded. The contraction of nearly 
$40,000,000 in the loan account of the 
(•rearing house banks last week, and 
the .small disturbance in the stock 
market involved, point to other Im- 
portant sources of relief. Reports that 
French funds were placed here meet 
with divided acceptance. Attention 
turns to the scaling down of over $20,- 
| 000,000 in the deposits of non-clearing 
I house hanks, accompanied by an actual 
increase in loans. It is known that, 
large loans were placed in Wall street 
I last week by important private banking 
houses bearing close relations with 
large corporations. It Is believed that 
surplus treasury funds of these cor- 
porations thus found their way Into 
employment In the stock market with- 
out figuring in the loan account of the! 
banks. Foreign discounts were easier. 

The violent break In American Sugar 
was accepted as an episode connected 
with the activities of the public pros- 
ecuting officials. 

Bonds were Irregular. Total sales, 
par value, $3,108,000. V. S. bonds were 
unchanged on call.

Geo. W. Stephens, chairman of the 
board of harbor commissioners. The 
scheme, the fulfillment of which will 
cover a long term of years, will bring 
the Montreal board of harbor commis- 
sioners Into prominence as the most 
progressive, far-sighted and ambitious 
controlling body on the continent. It 
aims at nothing less than making this 
city a rival of New York in the excel- 
lence of its accommodation for ocean- 
going steamers, and when completed 
should give the St. Lawrence at Mon- 
treal a reputation second only to tho 
Mersey at Liverpool for transportation 
of a continent's merchandise, the pas- 
senger traffic of the world. Tho 
scheme Is expected to do this. To 
double the port's capacity, to make 
water portage possible by lessening 
the currents, to give water access by 
way of the canal systems to western 
Canada and the United States, to cre- 
ate manufacturing and warehousing 
sites having direct rail connections 
over all lines with every port of tho 
continent, and to reduce handling 
charges on every ton of freight com- 
ing- to the port. 



FROST INTERFERES 

WITH IMPR OVEMENTS 

Hiatus in Activity in Street and Road 
Work — Explanation of Cause- 
way Pavement Delay. 



The paving of tho James Day cause- 
way, a local work that appears to be 
particularly Ill-starred, ceased today. 
So did the majority of other civic Im- 
provements. Tho reason for the hiatus 
in the activity which has marked 
street and road work in Victoria for 
the past several months is the cold 
weather. The frost has made It im- 
possible for anything which Involves 
the laying of cement to go forward 
nnd, as most of the projects are of this 
character, City Engineer Topp has 
been obliged to call off his men. 

This, however, does not altogether, 
explain the delay which has been ex- 
perienced in connection with the 
causeway pavement. Those observing 
Victorians who have been zealously 
watching tho development of that un- 
dertaking have noticed that there has 
been considerable delay from time to 
time and that, Just before the advent 
of Jack Erost, little was done for sev- 
eral days It may ho interesting to 
thoso individuals to know that the 
cause of this waa th'o failure of a ship- 
ment of 100,000 vitrified brick to reach 
here fr.';;.'. Seattle on the date expoct- 
ed. The tBhJpment was held up en 
routo owing lo tho rough weather. As 
far as can bo learned the barge Is at 
Port Towiisend awaiting an oppor- 
tunity to cross tho straits.
